FRENCH ARMS BAN

Under heavy Parliamentary pres- 
sure, the French Government on 
Wednesday decided to stop all 
deliveries of light arms to the Middle 
Fast. Although this embargo has been 
imposed because of the danger of 
French weapons being forwarded by 
the Arab States to Algerian rebels, the 
embargo will also apply to Israel, 
France has sent Israel only six of 
the twelve Mystére jet aircraft 
promised.

There 
are no restrictions on the shipment of 
heavy arms to the Arabs.

Antisemitism “Still 
Discernible”

PARIS 

Mr. Khruschev, the First Secretary 
of the Soviet Communist Party, told 
a delegation of the French Socialist 
Party in Moscow recently: “Some 
traces of the cold war linger on in 
our relations with the State of Israel, 
but we hope to eliminate these cold 
war vestiges as soon as ever possible.” 

In his opinion tIsracil ws still to a

* reactionary forces in the United States. © 

Mr. Khruschevy made this Statemen: 
when the Jewish question was discussed 
for some 1S minules at a round-table 
mecting in the Kremlin between the 
French Socialists and Soviet leaders. On 
this occasion most of the talking on the 
Russian side was done not by Mr. 
Khruschevy but by Mr. Mikoyan and by 
Mr. Shepilov. who has since become 
Soviet Foreign Minister 

The new collective Soviet leadership 
apparently takes the following line of 
thought on Jewish matters: 

Antisemitism, though outlawed, is stil 
discernible among ceriain sections of the 
population in the Soviet Union even after 
nearly 40 years of efforts to eradicate 
this “ capitalist stigma,” in the same way 
as nationalism still persists m certain 
regions such as Georgia and Armenia 
(this was said by Mr. Mikoyan, who is 
himself an Armenian). The Soviets would 
not rest till it was comp'etely wiped out. 

To prove the absence of discrimina- 
tion Mr. Khruschev gave the names of 
a dozen Jews who hold senior posts in 
the Government and administration. 

The “ Doctors’ Plot ” 

Jews suffered, as did other eclemenis 
of the Soviet population. under the 
Stalinist reign of terror. The “ doctors’ 
conspiracy” case, which was a “ frame- 
up" from beginning to end, while 
admittedly antisemitic was not primarily 
so The “ Berta gang’ had aimed at 
“ bigger things” than the persecution of 
the Jews, In any case. many of the doctors 
falsely. accused had been non-Jews. 

The fate of the vanished Yiddish 
writers was not brought up. The lack 
of Jewish cullural . institutions. was 
ascribed to a swift process of assimila- 
tion by Russian Jewry. There was a 
noticeable tendency among all nationali- 
ties in the Soviet Union to abandon the 
minority tongues in favour of the 
Russian language. which could be. used 
all over the country and which offered 
better career opportunities. Ukraiman 
writers, for instance, were complaining 
that more and more children were learn- 
ing Russian instead of Ukramian. The 
same thing was true of the Jews. More- 
over, because of the dispersion of the 
Jews. bi-cultural Russo-Jewish education 
was wnrpracticable, and in any case no 
Jews had asked for it 

No once in Russia was persecuted for 
Zionism. but no one guilty of espionage 
on behalf of a foreign Power could be 
exoncrated just because he was a Jew 
Jews were “not at all encouraged” to 
20 Isracl.

Sir Francis Simon, C.B.E.. F.R.S., 
who has been Professor of Thermo- 
dynamics at Oxford since 1949, is to 
succeed Lord 
Cherwell, F.R.S.. 
as Doctor Lees 
Professor of 
Fxperimental 
Philosophy on 
October 1. He 
will become head 
of the Clarendon 
Laboratory, in 
which he 
been closely 
associated with 
Lord Cherwell. Prof. Sir F. 


Professor Simon, who is aged 62. was 
one of a British team of scientists whose 
researches ied to the production of the 
atom bomb. He is now a consultant to 
the Atomic Energy Authority. In 1933 
he emigrated to this country, a refugee 
from Nazi Germany. There he had been 
Professor of Physical Chemistry § at 
Breslau and Berlin Universities. He went 
to Oxford at the invitation of Lord 
Cherwell, then Professor Lindemann.

Unlike 
conditions. in the much-vaunted heim, 
Anglo-Jewry was living in an age free 
from all external compulsion and micrnal 
compuncuion [to presetve active adherence 
to Judaism. In the present age Judaism 
had to be given a personal significance,

Dr. Pearl went on to criticise what he 
termed the fathure of the synagogue to 
rise to the challenge of the present time. 
Although the contents of 
remained untarnished.in its ageless mean- 
ing and beauty, far too often the 
presentation was dull, spiritiess, and dead. 

There was the need, he added, to fight 
the desecration of traditronal Judaism

News was flashed to London last

DERBY RECOLLECTIONS 


Looking back on the Derby, as so 
many of my readers must be wistfully 
doing this week, it has struck me how 
much Jewish participation at Epsom 
has declined over the years, although, 
if the 1956 Derby is any indication, 
the decline seems at last to have been 
arrested. There were two Jewish- 
owned horses in this race—-the winner, 
M. Pierre Wertheimer’s Lavandin 
and Mr. H. J. Joel's Full Measure. 
In 1904 two Jewish-owned horses were 
placed: Mr. Leopold de Rothschild’s 
St. Amant (which had earlier that year 
won the Two Thousand Guineas at 
Newmarket) carried off the blue 
riband of the turf, beating the fav- 
ourite (a French horse), and third was 
St. Denis, owned by Mr. S. B. Joel. 
This was Mr. de Rothschild’s first 
official Derby victory—a horse said to 
be his but entered in the name of a 
“Mr. Acton™ came first in 1879. 
THe JEwItsH CHRONICLE reported that 
the Blue and Yellow [Mr. de Roth- 
schild’s racing colours] victory had 
been greeted as “ a very popular ” one, 
and that Mr. Rothschild had been 
féted at the Derby Day Dinner given 
by King Edward VII at Buckingham 
Palace. In 1953 the Coronation 
Derby was won by Pinza, owned by 
Sir Victor Sassoon, G.B.E.

“The folly of our forcign policy.” the 
speaker said, “is that we have so 
weakened Israc!l the Arab coun- 
tries that the Arab countries feel strong 
enough to do without us.” 

The Tripartite Declaration, he went 
on, would not ensure peace in the Middle 
East since neither Israe] nor the Arabs 
were convinced of its effectiveness. 1 
would serve a much more uscful purpose 
to have a guarantee of peace in the area 
signed by all the Powers concerned, 
including the Soviet Union. 

Granted that the Russian incursion into 
the Middie East was an act of cynical 
expediency, he continued, it was never- 
theless belatedly acknowledged by the 
Western Powers that the Soviet Union 
also had an intcrest in the area. 

The Western Powers were making no 
attempt to ensure an arms embargo in 
the Middle East in concert with _ the 
Russians. They were aggricved because 
the Russians, by selling arms to the Arab 
countries, were intruding on what the 
Western Powers considered to be their 
own sphere of influence. In such an 
attitude there was no morality, no sense, 
and no political reality. 

The Tripartite Declaration. Sir Leslic 
said, would not stop Nasser. What would 
stop him was the prospect of gctting “a 
bloody nose ” if he attacked an Israel 
strong enough miliiarily. 
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DELEGATES REPORT 
ON CONGRESS 


- Poale Zion Meeting

Over 200 members heard reports of 
the ‘recent World Zionist Congress 
presented by two Poale Zion delegates, 
Mr. I. Jezierski, Chairman, and Mr. 
Harold Miller, Hon. Secretary of the 
P.Z., at a meeting held by the White- 
chapel hranch of the movement, at 
Adier House, Adler Street, E.1, on 
Tuesday. 

Referring to the exclusion of the 
extreme right wing from the Exccutive 
of the World Zionist Organisation, Mr. 
Jezierski stated that the division mant- 
fested at the Congress had been too 
fundamental to allow any degree of co- 
operation. The choice, he said, had been 
between the advocates of preventive war 
and those who. wish to mobilise all 
political resources to achieve a negotiated 
peace. The Poale Zion movement, he 
added, had welcomed Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann’s assumption of the Presidency of 
the World Zionist Organisation, and 
hoped that the adoption of the Zionrst 
Federation modcl in all countries would 


facilitate the co-operation of many 
hitherto excluded through non-party 
Status 


Mr. Harold Miller said that one of the 
most significant decisions taken at the 
Congress was the resolution calling for 
the doubling of aliva from North Africa 
in the next three months. The Congress 
had been a powerful manifestation of the 
world-wide unity of the Jewish people in 
support of Israel. 

Ald. M. Cliffe, the newly elected Mayor 
of Finsbury, presided. 


MIZRACHI REACTION 


Reporting to the Executive Council 
of the Mizrachi-Hapoel Hamizrachi 
Federation, at a meeting held in 
London on Monday, Mr. A. Bornstein, 
Dr. J. Braude, and Mr. H. Landy, the 
movement's delegates to the 24th 
Zionist Congress, were unanimous in 
their view that those who had not 
expected too much of the Congress 
could be well satisfied that it was a 


- very useful one indeed. 


The reintroduction of a single Presi- 
dency of the World Zionist Organisation 
in the person of Dr. Nahum Goldmann, 
it was stated, would make for more cen- 
tralisation of Zionist. policy and a 
streamlining of its administration. 

Mr. Bornstein, who ‘served on the 
Political Commission together with Dr. 
Braude, said that attempts 
would now be made to. strengthen 
comtacts with Jewry in the Communist 
countries. 


Reorganising Zionist Movement 


The Congress delegates reporicd that 
in the organisational field Dr. Goldmann 
had made desperaic efforts to get the 
Zionist Movement in the Dhaspora 
properly reorganised. For the first time 
no couniry had been excluded from 
Territorial Union, and Zionist Federa- 
tions, in the proper sense of the term, 
would have to be established where there 
were none at: presem. If the English 
Zionist Federation wished their Federa- 
lion to be the nucleus and basis of a 
Territorial Union envisaged by 
Congress could have no outright 
political affiliation. While it remained 
afhiiaied to the World Confederation of 
General Zionists the Mizrachi could find 
no place in it. That, however, did not 
mean that a modus vivendi could not be 
found by which some form of co-opera- 
tion between the Zionist and the 
Mizrachi Federations could be brought 
about to their mutual benefit and the 
benefit of the English Zionist Movement. 

The Executive passed a unanimous 
resolution congratulating Mr. M 
Shaftesiey, Edttor of THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE, On being honoured with the 
O.B.E.. and Sir Henry Cohen on the 
peerage conferred upon him.

SCROLLS TELL OF BURIED TREASURE 
Fears of Gold Rush 


AMMAN 

The exciting news, disclosed simul- 
taneously in Amman and Manchester 
last week, that the two copper Scrolls 
found in 1952 at Khirbet Qumran, 
near the Dead Sea, and unrolled at 
Manchester, contain details of the 
hiding-places of ancient treasure, has 
occasioned fears among archzologists 
of a gold rush in the area by amateur 
prospectors. 

Experts, however, are inclined to doubt 
the authenticny of the information the 
Scrolls contain. Professor Gerald 
Lankester Harding, Director of the Jordan 
Amiquities Deparimem, has stated in 
Amman that he would be “very sur- 
prised” if any of the 200 tons of buried 
treasure—gold and silver—mentioned in 
the scrolls were to be found now. 

According to the Scrolls, he said, there 
were something like 60 caches of 
treasure, spread over an area ranging 
from Nablus in the north of Palestine 
to Hebron in the south—a distance in a 
direct line of about 60 miles. 

“ The Scrolls suggested that the total 
amount of treasure in the area was about 
200 tons, which is a fantastic figure. I! 
should be very surprised if there is any 
treasure to be found. It seems more 
likely that the Scrolls record purcly a 
collection of traditions.” 

The disclosure of the secrets of the 
Scrolls—two copper cylinders 11 inches 
wide with a total length of eight feet, 
which were opened by means of a tiny 
circular saw—-was made by Professor 
Henry Wrigh-Baker, of Manchester 
Universtty, who supervised their unrolling. 

The Scrolls are believed to have been 
buried by the Essenes, who flourished 
from about the second century B.c.£. 
umi! a Roman legion descended on them 
in 68 c.e£. and completcly demolished their 
rehgious establishment. It ts thought that 
the Scrolls were removed from a library 
and dispersed before the Roman 
onslaught, 


Treasure Locations 


The Scrolls describe the various places 
in which treasure. was supposed to have 
been hidden some 2,000 years ago. 

These are typical extracts from the 
Scrolis: “In the cistern which is below 
the rampart on the cast side in a place 
hollowed ow of the rock, 600 bars of 

" Close by, below the southern corner 
of the portico ai Zadok’s tomb, a vessel 
of incense.” 

The Scrolls mention buildings, trees, 
and houses for the purpose 
the hiding-places of the treasure 

Even supposing that the treasure was 
actually distributed over that area, the 
cemuries that have passed would make it 
almost an msuperable task to find them,” 
Professor Harding said. 

He added that the Scrolls contained no 
names of villages or places that were now 
known. 

Asked if he expected a treasure hunt 
in the area, Professor Harding replied: 
“ Not if people read and understand my 
Statement about the Scrolls.” 

In a written statement announcing the 
contents of the Scrolls, Professor Harding 
said that the story of the buried treasure 
was “a most amazing collection of 
fables.” 

The gold and silver, which were sup- 
posed to total about 200 tons, had been 
measured by the ancient measuring 
sysioem known as “ talents.”’ 

“The place of burial of the treasure 
has been described in the Scrolls as being

New Yore 

American scholars have eX pressed 
the view that the treasure probably 
does not exist. So far, no way has 
been found to check the clues. because 
the topography of the land bas 
changed. 

Most of the Dead Sea Scrolls date to 
the fir’ century B.c.£., but the coppe 
Scrolls were written between the first vear 
of the Common Era and 68 ct according 
to Professor Albright. Profes. 
sor of Semitics at Johns Hopkins Univer. 
Siiy and an authority on the Scrolls 

Professor Albright and other scholer 
have expresse@ doubt of the reality of 
the treasure, For one thing there is i 
obviously faniasiic amoun’ af 
treasure. Secondly, there is the depih-— 
16-to 18 feet—at which the treasun 
supposedly lies. Also there are many 
legends in the Middle East about buned 
treasure. When checked, they maw 
usually proved false. 

Professor William L. Reed, Profesor 
of Old Testament Studics at Tens 
Christian University in Forth Wer 
described how the copper Scrolls wer 
found in 1952 by an. cxpedivon & 
headed. 

“Tt was March. and the weather was 
extremely hoi,”’ Professor Reed recalke. 
“We were exploring in hilly locavon 
about half a mile from where the fr 
Scrolls were found near the Dead Sa. 
Some workers were turning over some 
rocks. and almost by accident they came 
upon a cave which had been burkd by 
an earthquake. It took about two @y 
to dig it out, and there were the Scrols 
and some poticry.— 

Professor Albright said that schours 
had never looked for or locaied treasurt 
and had just about succeeded in co 
vincing the Arabs that their iicroe 
were scholarly. Now that 
copper Scrolis had been deciphered wilh 
their treasure clues, which had surpreee 
no one more than the Biblical scholars. 
it was hard to tell what the reaction wil 
Almost certainly would 
treasure hunters to conjecture 
locations and to start digging among ae 
hills.

ROGASHOV GAON’S 
COMMENTARIES 


7,000 Pages Microfilmed

Rabbi Menachem Kasher, of the 
Yeshiva University, New York, who

Rabi Rosen, who for 47 years was 
Rav of Dvinsk, Latvia, was known as the 


Gaon of Rogashov, where he was born. 
He ded twenty years ago. 


Smuggled out of Dvinsk 


In 1940, before the Nazis entered 
Dvinsk, his daughter, Mrs. Citron, and 
Rabbi Isract Alter Saffran, his pupil and 
successor in Dvinsk, realising that the 
Nazis would destroy the documents when 
they arrived, determined to preserve them 
at all costs for posterity. Rabbi Saffran 
painstakingly photographed each page 
and dispaiched it, in his letters every 
fortnight. to his cousin, Mrs. L. Saffran, 
living in the Brona, New York. The 
process continued until its completion 
over a year afterwards. 

One day. during a visit to Chicago. 
Rabbi Kasher met Mrs. Saffran’s son. 
who mentioned the documents to him. 
Rabbi Kasher said he would like to sce 
them. They were brought to his house 
in New York, and he immediately recog- 
nsed them as “a veritable treasure for 
all those interested in the Oral Law.” 

One of the difficulties which had had 
to be overcome, Rabbi Kasher told me, 
was the Gaon’s handwriting, which was 
most difficult to read, but as he had been 
in consiant correspondence with Rabbi

Rosen for a number of years, he had 
become accustomed to it. . He had 
secured the interest of Dr. §S. Belkin, 


President of the Yeshiva University, and 
of the Jewish Claims Conference in the 
commentaries, and had organised the 
Tsafnat Paaneach (literally “ revealer of 
hidden things’), a newly established 
Talmudic research institute of the Yeshiva 
hiversity. which would collate and 
publish Rabbi Rosen's works.

ISRAEL’S LEGAL STATUS 
From a Correspondent 


Questions on Israel were asked at a 
meeting of the International Law 
Association, British Branch, held last 
week at the Institute of Advanced 
Legal Studies, Russell Square, W.C.1. 

Introduced by the President; Lord 
Justice Hodson, Dr. C. D’Olivier Farren, 
Lecturer in International Law at Liver- 
pool University, read a paper on 
“ Diminutive States in International 
Law. 

The legal equality of sovercign States, 
the speaker said, was one of the funda- 
mental principles of the law of nations. 
But there was a question whether certain 
States to which the term “ diminutive” 
might be applied could share in this 
equality. 

Stressing the. difficulty of establishing 
recognition as a State, Mr. L. C. Green, 
Secretary of the British Branch, pointed 
out that Arab States denied the existence 
of Isracl, while the British Government 
had received an Ambassador from Isracl 
at a time when ut did not recognise 
its Government de jure.

Leave for Israel

A farewell reception for the first 
group of volunteers leaving for Israel 
under the Shacham scheme was 
arranged at Folman’s Restaurant, 
Noel Street, London, W.!, on Sunday, 
by the Shnat Sherut Israel Emergency 
Committee. 

The group, numbcring 17 including 
three women, whose average age is 22, 
left for Israci the following day, traveling 
overland to Marscilles where they 
embarked on the S.S. Jerusalem. Ii is 
hoped that a second group will leave al 
the end of July or the beginning of 
August. 

Mr. G. Avner, the Counsellor at the 
Isracli Embassy in London, said the 
depariure of the group showed that 
the spirit of idealism was not dead among 
Angio-Jewry. The members of the group 
were making a great sacrifice, interrupting 
their careers and their studies, and they 
and their parents deserved the highest 
praise. 

Dr. S. Levenberg, the London repre- 
seniative of the Jewish Agency, empha- 
sised that the party was going to Israc! 
to work and no to figh. Zionist 
leaders estimated that about 250 people 
would go to: Israel under the Shacham 
scheme in the near future, 

Referring to the banquet in Guildhall 
to mark the Tercentenary of Jewish 
resettiement in this country, Dr. Leven- 
berg said that it was “a very gratifying 
function © except for one thing—the name 
of Israel was not mentioned in the context 
of Anglo-Jewish life. Ik was, he con- 
tended, impossible to speak about Anglio- 
Jewish life and not notice the concern 
of the people for Israel.

HEBREW UNIVERSITY’S PRESENT POSITION 
? Five M.P.s Address British Friends

The present position of the Hebrew 
University in a _ tragically divided 
Jerusalem, deprived of its former seat 
on Mount Scopus and surrounded by 
hostile neighbours, but yet maintain- 
ing its function as the centre of Jewish 
learning, was the central theme of 
the speeches made by five leading 
Members of Parliament who 
addressed a gathering of the British 
Friends of the University at the 
House of Commons, on Monday. 

Mr. David Wertzman, Q.C., who 
was both the hom and the chairman, 
introducing the speakers—Mr. Herbert 
Morrison, Mr. Walter Elliot, Mr. Alfred 
Robens, and Sir Robert Boothby—said 
that they were all champions in the cause 
of toleration and proven friends of the 
Jewish people. 

Mr. Morrison said that the position of 
the University in a divided Jerusalem and 
with tts former home under the hostile 
control of the Arabs illusirated § the 
problem which Isracl had to face in the 
Middle East. What a tragedy this was, he 
exclaimed. “Even if Jerusakm has to 
he divided—which in uself is such a pity 
—why should not the Jewish and Arab 


people be able to live peacefully side by 
side ?” 


Direct Arab-Israeli Talks 


Turning to what he called “the more 
general issue,” the former - Forcign 
Secretary stated that he would “ very, 
very much wish that Arab and Israeli 
representatives would settle their troubles 
around a conference table. I would 
sooner have these discussions between 
them in direct talks rather than they 
should take place wih the participation 
of representatives of the United Kingdom 
and the U.S.A...” he added. 

Mr. Elliot paid tribute to “ the scholar- 
ship of Israel through the ages,” which, 
he said, had not been surpassed or even 
equalled by any other nation. It was 
the spirit and sequence of that Jewish 
scholarship which the Hebrew University 
maintained and continued despite 
the fact that its old building had fallen 
into the hands of those who neither used 
it themselves nor allowed the Jews to 
make use of it.

One of the Arabs wih whom 
she had chatted in the kitchen told her 
that he was the son of one of the Sheikhs 
who live near Nazareth. Wher she 
asked him if he was accustomed to 
working on the soil, he replied that his 
father employs a number of agricultural 
labourers to do the work. Yet, said Dr. 
Freund, here be was “ doing” the dishes 
and learning community responsibility, 
thus entering into all the aspects 
citizenship in a pioneering State, 

Dr. Freund is a member of the Actions 
Committee, and her mother was one of 
the founders of Hadassah. After she left 
Israel she paid a visit to the Scandinavian 
countries. In Copenhagen she conferred 
with the local Youth Aliyah Chairman. 

The Copenhagen Committee, composed 
of non-Jews as well as Jews, she said, 
was a very active one, and the same was 
true of the Committees in Sweden and 
Norway.

In the Periodicals ...

Whatever the future of Yiddish, as 
long as A. N. Stencl is alive and well 
there will be a LOSHN UN LEBN, a 
Yiddish literary monthly—now in its 
seventeenth year—-which appears as 
reguiarly as the New Moon, thanks to 
the self-sacrificing labours of its 


-editor. 


The latest two issues (April and May, 
1956) maintain the high standard of this 
admirable magazine, which caters for 
every literary taste. An editorial tribute 
to Freud on the occasion of the centenary 
of his birth is followed by an article, by 
E. Paluszak, on the B. and K. visit to this 
country, in which the disunity of Jewish 
representative bodies, which contributed 
to the failure of the Jewish efforts to 
secure interviews with the Russian leaders, 
is Sharply criticised. In an editorial, Yid- 
dish-speaking Eastern European Jewry of 
the past two centuries is praised as the 
most intelligent Jewish community in our 
history. which created the State of Israel 
and helped to bring about the Russian 
Revolution. Yet, the editorial sadly notes : 
“In Israel Yiddish is not a recognised 
public language, while in Soviet Russia 
it has been altogether destroyed.” The 
murder of the Jewish writers in Russia, 
to which a special article by the editor 
is devoted, is stigmatised as an unforgiv- 
able crime worse than the pogroms. But 
now all that the Russian authorities offer 
is to “rehabilitate " the victims when 
in fact the murderers themselves need 
rehabilitation. The Russian-Jewish writers 
were “ the modern Marranos, the victims 
of the degenerate European civilisation 
of the twentieth century, and have become 
the Jewish martyrs of modern Yiddish 


literature.” 
* * * 


HACHINUCH ts an educational psycho- 


logy review published by the Hebrew 
leachers Association in Israel. The 
latest issues (Shevat and Nisan, 4716) 


contain reminiscences, by B. Shochtman, 
of the Hebrew Grammar School im Jafla, 
which is now celebrating its golden 
jubilee. Dr. S. M. Blumenfeld writes on 
Maimonides’ educational ideas, while 
Y. A. Zaidman contributes an article on 
Maimonides as the pioneer of the renais- 
sance of the Hebrew language. ‘A. A. 
Akavia, in an article entitlhd “ Does a 
linguistic error become correct (viz., 
through general usage)?" strongly 
criticises the current view that anything 
widely used by the people becomes correct 
ipso facto “A tSinguistic error is 
always wrong,’ he writes, adding that 
“in no other language .. . Have so many 
errors been heaped up within one genera- 
tion as among us.” Shlomo Haramati 
contributes an article on the teaching of 
Hebrew in the Israeli Army, and the 
methods he demonstrates are valuable 
for adult Hebrew education generally. 

One would have thought that the prob- 
lem whether one should accept indemni- 
fication from Germany was a matter of 
individual conscience. However, accord- 
ing to an article by Rabbi S. I. Lewin 
in HaparpDes (May, 1956), a rabbinical 
journal published in New York, it ts a 
Halachic question which can only be 
answered after due consideration of 
analogous cases discussed by ancient and 
modern religious authorities. Rabbi Lewin 
mentions that several refugee rabbis have 
in fact forbidden the acceptance of Ger- 


man indemnification or restitution money 


on the ground that Maimonides expressly 
prohibits the giving of good advice to a 
wicked non-Jew as long as he has not 
repented, even if the proffered counsel 
is to perform a good deed. It follows, 
therefore, that one must not do anything 
which might enable such a person or 
persons to gain merit, and since the Ger- 
mans have manifestly not repented of 
their crimes against the Jewish people, 
they should not be allowed to store up, 
as it were, good works to their credit, 
Rabbi Lewin, on the other hand, con- 
cludes, after an exhaustive Halachic dis- 
cussion, that it is quite permissible to 
accept German indemnification, because 
no merit is attached to the restoration of 
stolen or robbed property. Maimonides’ 
ruling would apply only to cases where 
wicked people give charity out of their 
own pockets, and not to compensation 
for financial or physical injuries inflicted 
on innocent people.

FOLK UN VELT is a literary journal pub- 
lished by the World Jewish Congress in 
New York. Numbers 49 and 50, which 
have recenily arrived in this country, con- 
tain several tmportant articles. Jacob 
Lestschinsky, writing on the Tercentenary 
of Anglo-Jewry, gives an _ interesting 
account of the background events which 
directly or indirectly helpéd to bring 
about the Resettlement. 5S. L. Schneider- 
man, in an article on “ The Truth Con- 
cerning the Ghetto Rising,” condemns 
the attempt made b Polish Com- 
munists to depict Warsaw Ghetto 
rising as a joint Left-wing Polish-Jewish 
enterprise, when, in fact, the Jews were 
almost completely isolated. 

Yepies FUN YIVO is the journal of the 


Yivo Institute for Jewish Research, pub- 
lished in New York. The most interest- 
ing section in issue No. 60 is old photo- 
graphs which cast a yy on 
Jewish life in years gone by. phoio- 
graphs include a wall poster of bencdic- 
tions over foods and drinks, printed in 
1869: the Jewish members the fire- 
station in Chudnov, in 1894, some of 
whose members were subsequently killed 
on their way to defend against 
pogroms; a market day in a Jewish 
shtetl; and Jewish farmers and a Jewish 
children’s colony in the early years of 
the Soviet Union. Under the heading of 
“ A Strict Warning,” a poster (a phoio- 
graph of which is reproduced) was pub- 
lished’ in Chmielnik, Poland, in 1927. It 
reads as follows: “A warning is here- 
with issued that a Jew who shaves his 
beard must not officiate at a service. 
Further, inasmuch as through our many 
sins the habit of walking bareheaded 
through the streets has greatly increased, 
it is herewith announced that such people 
are to be considered as profaning the 
name of God in public, and all such 
transgressors must not be called up to the 
reading of the Law, even when otherwise 
under the obligation to be called up.” 


In Commentary for May, Herbert 
Gans offers some observations on the 
current religious situation in American 
Jewry: “‘ Whereas traditional Judaism 
was restrictive and expected some sacri- 
fice and self-denial, the new kind of 
Judaism abroad in this country must, 
like much else in American lerure cul- 
ture, be permissive, providing stimula- 
tion, enjoyment, and emotional satisfac- 
tion without the threat of sanction. The 
source of direction does not come from 
tradition, or the word of God, but 
mostly from the audience itself, and if 
the theme in question is to survive it 
must remain attuned to the changing 
middle classes—almost like a product 
sold on the market.” 

Turning to lighter topics, one finds in 
the Ramway Review for April 13 the 
tale of a canvasser in the municipal clec- 
tions who called at the home of a rabb: 
with “a wonderful white moustache and 
beard, which contrasted sharply with the 
black, silky skullcap he wore.” The 
caller. wondered what was the huge pile 
of parcels in the cornet of the rabbi's 
room, and it turned out that they con- 
tained copies of a book which he had 
written, on which he wanted the opinion 
of the. canvasser. “ Imagine my ¢xXaspcra- 
tion,” he continues, “ wnen I] found that 
it was written throughout in. characiers 
which, to me, looked like so much bent 
wire—upside down.” No, it is not farr

intended to organise their planned settle- 
ment in Israel on a group basis and in 
calculated stages so as to create an 
organic Anglo-Jewish community. 


About 50 settlements would be 
established around Kiryat Gat, and 
several industrial enterprises would be 


set up, based largely on locally produced 
materials. 

In the development of the region as a 
whole some progress had already been 
made, he added. 

In the initial stage, which should be 
completed within a year, Mr. Siefl went 
on, the Corporation would aim at the 
settlemem of one hundred families from 
the United Kingdom and Eire, and con- 
centrate its efforts and resources primarily 
on the development of Kiryat Gat and 
the surrounding region. Assistance to 
individual settlers would normally take 
the form of loans at modest rates of 
interest, to be repaid within a reasonable 
period, such loans to be granted only in 
cases where the assistance from the 
Israeli authorities under the terms of the 
agreement did not wholly cover the need. 
Assistance to business undertakings 
would ordinarily take the form of loans 
or, where deemed desirable, direct 
participation in enterprises by investment 
of capital. 

The Israeli Government, he said, had 
already expressed its willingness to 
double the funds of the Corporation by 
lending it a pound sterling for every one 
it raised itself. In addition, a special 
fund, sponsored jointly by the Israeli 
Ministry of Finance, the Jewish Agency, 
and the Bank Leumi, would be formed 
for the provision of personal loans to 
settlers at a reasonable rate of interest, 
and the Agency would “ provide them 
with appropriate housing on attractive 
mortgage terms.” 

Although the Corporation has been 
established as a result of an agreement 
between the British Zionist Federation 
(whose representatives, in Britain and in 
Israel, would run it) and the Israeli 
Government, it will legally be an Israeli 
company registered within the terms of 
the Law for the Encouragement of 
Investments. Mr. Silverman ‘and Mr. 
Frankel explained that the shares would

During the lam year of his life, thea, 
Schoenberg wrote down a series of ten 
poems in prose, which at first he styled 
“Modern Psalms,” but he later decided 
to entitled them “ Psalms, Prayers, and 
oher Conversations with and about 
God.” The first of these was written on 
Sepiember 29, 1950, while the tenth and 
ust is dated February 9, 195l—a few 
months before the comporer’s death. 

These psalms and prayers are deeply 
religious meditations on the meaning of 
prayer, Of hope, of belief, and super- 
sition; on the sense of striving to do 
good; on the idea and significance of 
“the Chosen People “; on monotheism ; 
on the naissance of Christianity; and on 
frendship and love. Some of them are 
depressingly pessimistic in tone and 
outlook, others sound hopeful; all of 
them mirror the deep understanding and 
spiritual wisdom of the philosopher and 
genius that was Arnold Schoenberg.

MORE EGYPTIAN FALSEHOODS ON ISRAEL 
Journalist’s Visit Misused for Propaganda 


By a Special Correspondent 


The Arab Press seems determined 
to exploit the recent visit of an Egvyp- 
tian journahist to Israel and turn this 
kindly gesture by the Israeli Govern- 
ment into the most hostile propa- 
ganda. The second article, which 
appeared in ROSE EL YUSSEF under 
the name of Ibrahim Ezzat. the paper's 
correspondent who visited Isracl. is 
even more overloaded with obvious 
inaccuracies and false quotations than 
was the first article, which was 
referred to in our columns last week. 


_ Writing on his visits to the kibbutzim. 
Ezzat alleges that he saw pictures of 
Marx, Sialm, and Trotsky displayed on 
the walls. He gives particular promin- 
ence to his interviews with Israeli leaders. 
especially with Mr. Sharett, the Forcign 
Minister, who received him, he says. in 
his own home and in the presence of 
his secretary, Mr. Samuel Diron. and 
another high official. 


Arab Refugees 
When asked about the Arab refugees, 


Mr. Shareti is quoted as saying that this: 


probicm has several “ historic prece- 
dems.” He is stated to have referred to 
the emigration of Germans from Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland after the war, to 
the emigration of Jews from Egypt and 
other Arab countries, and even to the 
earher exodus of Jews from Egypt under 
the Pharaohs. Mr. Shareu is quoted as 
saying: “ Israel cannot allow the return 
of the Arabs to Isracl. We shall only 
accept those who have families in Israel.” 

Asked what he thought of the claim 
by the Cherut Party to territories “ out- 
side Israel,"" Mr. Sharett. the correspon- 
dem maintains, gave the following reply: 
“Israel has no claim to any territory 
outside her present frontiers. Israel does 
not wam war. We know that the next 
war will be more terrible than the War 
of Liberation of 1948. But this does 
not mean that we are not preparing our. 
selves to meet any attack: Compared 
with Egypt and other Arab States, Ismael 
iS a small country, We know that the 
Egyptian Air Force is 25 times stronger 
than ours. We cannot afford to buy 
from France more than SO Mystére jet 
‘planes against the 200 MiG fighters 
owned by Egypt.” 

On the surface this could be taken 


as a fair and objective report. But this 
would be a mistake, for the artick is 
imroduced by headings and sub-headings 
crammed with distorvions and untruths, 
such as: “ Fifteen years’ prison for a man 
for selling a car”; “ Marx, Lenin, and 
Trotsky in all kibbutzim ": “ Sharett says 
that he has no confidence in the Arabs 
in Israel’; “ Fighting at the World 
Zionist Congress in Jerusalem”; “Kt is 
forbidden to leave Israel with more than 
10 dollars”: “ Sharett’s historic know- 
ledge is false’: 
Gurion” slogans on the walls of Tel- 
Aviv’; “ Sharett asks: Do you want the 
English back ?"; “A school to learn 
the art of strife and revolutions.” 

The editor of the paper, in a signed 
edttoral, denies the earher reports which 
had appeared in the New York Times 
to the effect that Ezzat’s account on his 
trip to tsrael was “a favourable onc.” 
He says that he had sent a cable to the 
editor of the New York Times accusing 


us Cairo correspondent of misrepreseni- . 


ing Ezzat’s report, and that the corre- 
spondem of the New York Times in 
Cairo had “ apologised “ for what he had 
written, saying that “he took his infor- 
mation from the Israchi radio during bis 
recent vist to Tripoli.” 


Meetings with the Isracli Leaders 


In the light of this lates editorial the 
whole incident of Ezzat’s visa to Israel 
might, perhaps, appear comic if M were 
no for the fact that a state of war stril 
exists between the two countries, separated 
by a frontier frequently stained with the 
blood of their soldiers and civilians. If 
was, no doubt, right for the Israel: 
Government to enable a journalin from 
an enemy country to visit Israel. But it 
is rather difficukt to explain why he was 
so readily given the opportunity to meet 
Isracl’s chef leaders, including Mr 
Sharett. Apparemtly no one had though 
of taking the necessary precautions to 


make sure that the visit should serve the 


imerests of Israel and would not he 


exploued for anti-Isracl propaganda, as | 


it now turns out to be, 

Mr. Ezzat represented, as those who 
sponsored his visa here in London must 
have known, an unimportant Egyptian 
weckly. He did not come as a Messcnac: 
of good will It would have been 
sufficient, and also good diplomacy, to 
grant him a .visa without, however, 
immediately opening all the doors not 
only of the offices but also of ihe 
private homes of Israeli Cabinet Ministers.

ANTI-NAZI PLAY 
BANNED 


German Teachers’ Decision

MUNICH 
Teachers of the public high school 
at Tegernsee (Bavaria) have refused 
to permit the performance of an anti- 
Nazi play in their school. 
The play, entitled “For they know 


not what they do,” was written by 
Ludwig Wiethaler, a young student- 
teacher at the school, It describes the 


experiences of a high-school boy durin 

the Nazi and gives vivi 
of crimes committed in 
itler’s Germany. 

Dr. Karl Wuest, head of the School 
Cultural Committee, vetoed the play's 
performance on the ground that things 
of the past should not be Stirred up 
again in this way. In a letter to the 
playwright, Kaspar Zimmermann, the 
school’s director stated that the play's 
performance was not advisable, since 
parents who were loyal to the Nazi 
system in good faith might be offended. 
Moreover, it was questionable whether 
schools should contribute to public dis- 
cussion on such issues. 


Several parents, however, protested 
against the decision, stressing that the 
youth should receive as much informa- 


tion as possible on the Nazi past. 


RESEARCH INTO NAZI 
ERA

BERLIN 

Plans for the creation of a public 
imstitute for research into the history 
of the Nazi Reich and the history of 
the resistance movement against the 
Nazi régime have been announced by 
Senator Joachim Lipschitz, the West 
Berlin Senator in charge of interior 
affairs. 

Speaking at a meeting arranged by the 
West Berlin Jewish community to 
celebrate the eleventh anniversary of the 
liberation of prisoners in Nazi concen- 
tration camps, Senator Lipschitz said 
that the institute, to be established in 
West Berlin, would be headed by Pro- 
fessor Herzfeld, a well-known Jewish 
historian. The material collected would 

made available to West Berlin schools. 

Senator Lipschitz was recently awarded 
the Heinrich-Stah! Prize, worth 2.000 
marks (about £166), by the Jewish com- 
munity for his services to West Berlin 
Jewry. He asked the community to give 
the money to a local Jewish student 


whose parents were murdered by the 
Nazis. 


RAVENSBRUCK DOCTOR'S 
WAR-TIME CRIMES

KIEL 
The Public Prosecutor here is 
investigating charges against Herta 
Oberheuser, formerly a doctor at the 
Nazi concentration camp for women 
at Ravensbriick. 


At the Nuremberg trials Oberheuser 
was found guilty of conducting medical 
experiments on women prisoners, including 
Jews, and of adminisiering lethal injec- 
ions in a number of cases. For these 
crimes she was sentenced to 20 years’ 
hard labour, but she was released several 
years ago. 

It was recently reported that she was 
again working as a doctor at Stocksee, 
in Schieswig-Holsiein. Organisations 
representing victims of Nazism then 
demanded the withdrawal. of her licence, 
and investigation of her war crimes. The 
authorities, who will have to decide 
whether to bring her to trial again, have 
appealed to former inmates of Ravens- 
briick to submit evidence about Ober- 
heuser’s activities.

KEHILLA IN PARIS 


New Chairman Elected

PARIS 

M. Jules Jefrovkin has been elected 
Chairman of the Paris Kehilla for 
Yiddish-speaking Jews, which was 
founded a few vears ago by his father, 
the late Israel Jefroykin. 

Claiming a registered membership of 
7.000. the Kchilla ts beheved to be the 
numerically strongest Jewish body in 
France. It has the distincuion, also. of 
being the only French Jewish orgamsa- 
tion which carnmes democracy to the 
point of admitting the public to all iis 
deliberauions. 

M.  Jefrovkin. who is editor of the 
French Jewrsh fortnightly, TeRRe 
Reraouvle., belongs to the younger 
generation that no longer speaks Yiddish ; 
but when invited to take over the arduous 
work left unfinished by hs father, he 
aceepied out of esiccm. as he put it, 
“for the Jews who take their Yiddishkeit 
for granted.”’ 

The Kehilla. which runs a Talmud 
Torah, is orgamsine a children's summer 
holiday camp oa Orthodox lines, and 
hopes to establish shortiy a Jewrsh 
elementary day schocl. By way of social 
welfare provides legal aid, runs a 
“personal advice service. and-——in con- 
junction with Ort and a group of leading 
business men in various trades—helps 
Jews to change over from overcrowded 
occupations to economically more 
favourable ones 

The recent refusal of the Claims 
Conference to allocate funds to the 
Kehilla has caused considerable surprise 
and disappointment here. The majority 
of the six million Jews who were killed 
by the Germans and for whom repara- 
tons are being paid to the Claims Con- 
ference, were the next of kin of our 
Kehilla members." commented M. 
Jefroykin at a Kehilla board meeting. 
"The Kehilla is certainly doing a useful 
job, and it is to he hoped that the Claims 
Conference will reconsider its decision.”

PROFESSOR TOYNBEE’S 
VIEWS REVISED 


Attitude to Israel and Judaism

SYDNEY 

Professor Arnold Toynbee, the 
historian, who is on a world lecture 
tour, told me on his arrival here that 
new developments in research and 
archzological discoveries had forced 
him to revise previous views which he 
had expressed in his Study of History, 
including those on Israel and Judaism. 

He went on: “ There should be some 
practical help to the Arab refugees for 
resettlement, although the Arabs are 
uncooperative because this would mean 
giving up their political claim. It is 
difficult to predict whether Israel will be 
the predominant power in the Middle 
East, as it sometimes appears that the 
Arabs are waking up. 

“ Although the present Situation is 
hard for Israc!. other peoples survived 
similar circumstances. While history 
need not repeat itself, in some points the 
present situation in the Middle East can 
be compared with the Crusades, when 
after 80 to 100 years of Crusader influx, 
the Arabs finally took over the country, 
pushing out the Crusaders.” 

Co-operation in the Middle East, he 
continued. could change the whole pros- 
pect of history in the area, which was 
now a serious responsibility for Britain 
and also the U.S.A. and France, because 
of promises made to both Arabs and 
Jews which each interpreted diffcrently — 
and with justification. 

Isracl as a national State, he added. 
would change some of the characteristics 
which distinguished Jews where they 
were in a minority in other countries.

SEPARATIST MOVE BY

“Wide Gap” Between 
U.S.A. Jews

A plea to all Orthodox rabbinical 
and lay groups to dissociate them- 
selves trom the New York Board of 
Rabbis and the Synagogue Council of 
America has been made by Rabbi 
Mendel Feldman, the President of the 
Rabbinical Alliance of America, which 
represents 400 rabbis. 

Speaking at the annual convention of 
the Alliance, Rabbi Feldman made an 
appeal similar to that issued recently by 
Rabbi David Hollander, the President of 
the Rabbinical Council of America 
(since Rabbi Hollander’s plea, the Execu- 
tive of the Rabbinical Council has 
repudiated his stand). Rabbi Feldman 
said that “henceforth. Orthodox Jewry 
must go alone”" He added: We 
have sufficient evidence after long exper- 
memation to know that the gap which 
separates Orthodox Jewry from Reform 
and Conservative Judaism is too wide to 
be overcome by superfictal umion and by 
sophisticated cfloris to circumvent idco- 
logical differences.” 

Rabbi Feldman called on the Rab- 
binical Council to state in unequivoca! 
terms its comphance with the tnferdict 
made recentiv by I! deans of Orthodox 
seminaries prohibiting membership of 
Orthodox rabbis in groups contaming 
Conservative and Reform rabbis

“FINAL SOLUTION” 
West German Comment

BONN 
In a review of Gerald Reitlinger’s 
book, “The Final Solution.” which 
has just been published in Germany 
by the Colloquium Publishing House 
in Berlin, Vorwagars, the official 
organ of the Socal Democratic Party, 
said that no reader would finish the 
book, which gives an authentic 
account of the Nazi campaign to 
exterminate European Jewry, without 
experiencing a deep feeling of horror 

at so much brutality and suffering. 


The paper added that many readers 
might not wish to be reminded of the 
atrocities of the Nazis. But it refers to 
the comment made in the preface to the 
(eerman edition by Rudolf Haecistange. 
who said: “ The tragic issue of this book, 
its deeply moving facts, induce us to put 
three questions to ourselves—the quesiion 
of our complicity, our responsibility, and 
our pidgment. No German who 1s 
sincerely tnterested m the dignity and 
honour of our people will be able to 
evade or side-sep the problem dcakh with 
in this book.” 

The appearance of this 720-page work 
in German book shops is considered an 
importamt event by observers here. In 
the words of one publisher, Herr Otio 
H. Hess. relative of Moses Hess, the 
pioneer Soctahst and Zionm who dicd 
in 1875. “no one m Germany can any 
longer say that be ts unable to learn 
the facts.” 

At a press conference, the President 
of the Berlin Cry Parkamem.

Brandt, welcomed ibe fact that the book 
had now become available on the German 
market

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MANCHESTER

WITH this issue we publish a special 
supplement on the Manchester Jewish 
community, the second largest in the 
United Kingdom, whose numbers far 
surpass those of any other Provincial 
community. Not only in size but also in 
its contribution to Anglo-Jewish history, 
Manchester occupies an outstanding place. 
It is therefore appropriate that one of our 
articles should describe the impressive 
Tercentenary Exhibition which was recently 
arranged at the Manchester Central Library 
by the Tercentenary Committee of the 
Council of Manchester and Salford Jews. 
This exhibition doubtless inspired local 
Jewry with a proper sense of civic pride, arid 
the varied articles on Manchester, Salford, 
and district Jewry which we publish this 
week should enable that pride to be shared 
by British Jewry as a whole. 

It has been asserted that “ What 
Manchester thinks today, England thinks 
Certainly, this is no empty 
boast in its Anglo-Jewish aspect, as 
Manchester has often written the first 
chapter in our records of personal and 
communal achievement. One is reminded, 
for example, of how Nathan Mayer 
Rothschild, the founder of the English 
branch of the family, first settled in Man- 
chester, where he remained for eight 
successful years before removing to London. 
His example has been followed by many 


other prominent Anglo-Jewish families 
whose members have migrated to the 
Metropolis. Probably, however, the most 


notabie instance of Manchester as the fons 
et origo of great achievements is afforded by 
the career of Chaim Weizmann. In his 
autobiography Weizmann describes as 


_ “inspired” his choice of that city for the 


first twelve years of his residence in this 
country. He has left a most moving account 
of all that Manchester—its people and 
institutions and its own special ethos—meant 
to him personally and to the progress of the 
cause which he so selflessly championed. 
There he first experienced the significance 
of the British way of life as exemplified in 
the daily affairs of a great democratic city. 
And there, too, he found the friends and 
opportunities which enabled him to win 
British support for the realisation of age-old 
Jewish ideals. 


In Manchester there lived and worked the 


only Jew to receive the rare distmection of° 


the Order of Merit. Unlike so many of his 
coreligionists who settled in that city, 
Samuel Alexander came not from Central 
or Eastern Europe but front Australia. After 
the University Tests Act removed Jewish 
disabilities at the two ancient Universities, 
he was the first Jew to obtain a Fellowship 
—at Oxford. For over forty years he 
occupied the Chair of Philosophy at 
Manchester University, whence his influence 
became world-wide. Throughout that long 
time he was a familiar and beloved figure 
in the life of the city, and he became urbi 
et orbi the ideal representative of Man- 
chester’s cultural and intellectual life. 


The most close and cordial relationships 
have always existed in Manchester between 
fellow-citizens of different creeds and races. 
This fact has immensely contributed to the 
common good of all and to the city’s 
remarkable progress in modern times. 
Tolerance and -broadmindedness have been 
essential characteristics of the Manchester 
spirit. The benign influences which have 
fostered this spifit< are typified by such 
institulions—nationally. and internationally 
renowned—as the Manchester Grammar 
School and the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN. In 
this hberal atmosphere and encouraged by 
the civic authorities, Jews and non-Jews have 
co-operated to the fullest extent and with the 
happiest results. 


Mr. Golding’s designation of the 
city ‘as “ Doomington” and his slogan of 


“Forward from Babylon” should probably 
be regarded as paradoxical expressions of 
the spirit of culture and progress which 
animates Manchester at its best. The warm 
and pulsating religious life of Manchester 
Jewry has always been particularly rich and 
diversified. Whether Ashkenazi or 
Sephardi, whether Orthodox or Reform, all 
elements have shown vigilance and enterprise 
in synagogal activity. Whether separately 
or in unison, they have maintained a com- 
prehensive network of social and philan- 
thropic organisations. As the community 
has prospered, its members have also made 
an outstanding contribution to the prosperity 
of their city. They have greatly enriched 
both the economic and cultural life of 
Manchester and have been foremost in every 
sphere of social and civic service. Notable 
public recognition of Jewry’s contribution to 
the common weal was made in 1953. In that 
year—which was doubly memorable for the 
Coronation of the Queen and for the 
celebration of the centenary of the city’s 
incorporation—Alderman Moss was chosen 
as Lord Mayor of Manchester and Alderman 
Dr. Shlosberg as Mayor of the neighbouring 
City of Salford. We pray that the honoured 
traditions of Manchester and of its Jewish 
community will ever flourish. 


AMERICAN VISIT 


ON Tuesday next, after attending the 
Archbishop of Canterbury's eagerly antici- 
pated Tercentenary garden party at Lambeth 
Palace, the Chief Rabbi, accompanied by 
Mrs. Brodie, will be flying to New York 
on his American visit. His journey 
welcome and appropriate as it would be at 
any juncture—thereby acquires a_ special 
timeliness. For the natural bonds which 
unite the great English-speaking com- 
munities on either side of the Atlantic have 
been strengthened by recent celebrations in 
both Britain and the United States. The 
autumn of 1954 saw the inauguration of a 
years commemoration by American Jewry 
of the tercentenary of the arrival of the first 
Jews in Nieuw Amsterdam (later New 
York). That commemoration included a 
banquet in New York, at which President 
Eisenhower spoke, when the following 
message was read from Sir Winston 
Churchill: “ It is fitting that we should mark 
with due ceremony this three-hundredth 
anniversary of the first Jewish settlement in 
the United States. Your country owes its 
great position in no small degree to the 
ready welcome which you have always 
extended to those who were victims of 
persecution in their own homes on account 
of race, religion, or politics. In pursuing 
this wise and rewarding policy the rulers of 
the United States have followed the course 
begun by British administration in colonial 
days.” British Jewry’s own year of Tercen- 
tenary celebrations has now followed. The 
presence at the recent Guildhall banquet 
of Rabbi David de Sola Pool, the London- 
born minister of the oldest Jewish congrega- 
tion in New York, was a reminder of the 
close ties which have happily always 
persisted between our t%\6™~ communities 
during the past three centuries. 


Our Chief Rabbi will bear with him 
British Jewry’s warmest greetings and good 
wishes to all'the members of what has now 
become by far the largest. Jewish community 
in the world. During his visit Rabbi Brodie 
will be honoured by the conferment upon 
him of the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity by the Yeshiva University of New 
York, a distinguished institution of learning 
which combines an outstanding Jewish theo- 
logical faculty with the arts and science 
faculties of the modern university. This degree 
conferment ts not only a personal tribute 
of honour but reflects also the esteem which 
our American brethren feel for British 


Jewry and for the traditions.and institutions. 


which we have built up through successive 
generations. The two Tercentenaries will, 
through this act, be joined by a most appro- 
priate living link, Rabbi Brodie has been 
assigned a strenuous programme of activities 
during his month's stay, which will include 
engagements in New York, Chicago, Balti- 
more, and Los Angeles. It is good to learn 
that our American friends have also included 
in his itinerary a flying visit of three days to 
Toronto, as Canada is one of the few places 
which he has not seen in his pastoral tours 
of the Commonwealth. We wish God-speed 


to the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Brodie on their 


important mission of good will. “ ; 


SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION 


No one will be surprised at the sharp 
criticism levelled in the House of Commons 
against the Security Council's resolution on 
the Middle East. For it is indeed strange that 
the international body primarily created for 
the preservation of peace should, after long 
deliberation, have decided to excise from its 
resolution the very words which called for a 
mutually agreeable peaceful settlement of 
the Israeli-Arab situation. To Israel this is 
naturally a great disappointment, and the 
Israeli press, as our correspondent reports, 
has been quick to voice its resentment. But 
it is not to Israel alone that damage has been 
done. The prestige too of the Security 
Council and the United Nations has suffered 
a blow. Sir Pierson Dixon, the British repre- 
sentative at the Security Council, who pre- 
sented the original resolution, felt, as he said 
after yielding to Arab and Soviet pressure, 
that it was better to delete the “ peaceful 
settlement ” clause from the original text and 
obtain a unanimous vote than to have no 
resolution at all. The British Government, 
he added, would continue to think that a 
peaceful setthement could be made, and only 
on a mutually acceptable basis. But “ unani- 
mity “—even on the principle of make haste 
slowly—is not of much use if it does not 
contribute towards a real solution of the 
Middle East trouble, which was the prime 
purpose of Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s mission 
and the objective of the present Security 
Council session. The resolution obtained 
through watered-down unanimity largely 
deprives the Secretary-General’s effort of its 
meaning aad value. As the deletion of any 
reference to a peaceful settlement was so 
vehemently pressed by the representative of 
the Arab States, it is hardly to be wondered 
at that the resultant display of helplessness 
on the part of the Security Council has 
already had repercussions on the Israeli-Arab 
borders. There have been a number of inci- 
dents on the Jordan-Israeli frontier this week 
and the situation there, as assessed by our 
Jerusalem correspondent, is again becoming 
precarious, The attitude of the Russian 
delegate must have come as a surprise even 
to those who have long been accustomed to 
Soviet political opportunism. In framing the 
resolution, Sir Pierson Dixon actually used 
phrases which were given prominence in the 
official communiqué issued in London as a 


result of the Soviet leaders’ discussions with © 


the British Government. As Sir Pierson 
rightly pointed out to Mr. Sobolev, the 
Russian delegate, the paragraph in the reso- 
lution which led to contention actually 
appeared in Pravba before the Soviet leaders’ 
visit to this country. Russia’s present change 
of attitude, therefore, is only an indication 
that all her verbal assurances are based on 
an opportunism which the Western Powers, 
it is to be feared, have now bowed to rather 
than resisted. 


ATTRACTING YOUTH 


THe United Synagogue Welfare Commit- 
tee, who (as reported on page 5) have just 
held their Standing Conference, are to be 
congratulated not simply on their perception 
of a problem but also on their determination 
to tackle it. In every generation, as those 
who read history with a discerning mind will 
know, the problem arises of how to keep the 
allegiance of the younger people—and there- 
fore the integrity of a community—especially 
on religious matters. The present times offer 
more distractions to youth than at any other 
recorded period, and their very multiplicity 
and quality of time-consuming tend to turn 
away the minds of young people from the 
ineluctable moral and spiritual issues that 
always face us. It is all to the good, there- 
fore, that the Welfare Committee is pursuing 
a course which ts directed with some success 
towards encouraging children and teenagers 
io attend synagogue youth services and 
generally to inform themselves on their 
Jewish heritage. Only thus will they become 
informed adults. The chief challenge, as 
Rabbi Dr. Pearl, of Birmingham, stated, is 
that of the mdifferent, even more than the 
rebel, and the community as a whole must 
tackle this problem more actively than it 
seems to do. Incidentally, in this connection 
also, it is of interest to read in our last issue 
of the decision of the Union of Maccabi 
Assocjafions, as announced by Mr. Pierre 
Gildesgame, the Chairman, to set up a special 
polity sub-committee to reassess the cultural 
requirements of their clubs in the light of 
present-day circumstances, One can never 
afford to underestimate the value of cultural 
activities in keeping our youth together and 
fostering therr love of the Jewish spirit.

style, hauntingly rhythmical and with rhymes 
at the end of verses.

being, and certainly no known translation has 
yet done full justice to its stylistic qualities in 
such a way as to enable us to recapture some 
thing of the hypnotic fascination ut exerts in 


the original, not only on the belicver but also 
on the outsider. Where former translations 
have attempted to reproduce the grandeur of 
the original, Mr. Dawood has tollowed the 
modern trend in the rendering o! the Classes 
and also of the Bible, and has used a dignihed, 
but definitely contemporary Enelish, eschewing 
even the use of “thou.”

THE HISTORY OF A 
COMMUNITY 


By NEVILLE LASKI, Q.C. 


T is not possible here to do more 

than deal in the broadest out- 

line with the span of almost 200 
years of Manchester's history. This, 
the largest Jewish community out- 
side London, began with barely a 
minyan and is now a thriving, well- 
organised and well-disciplined unit 
of over 30,000 souls. 


There are no records of the earliest 
davs of the community. It would 
seem that in 1786 there was a settle- 
ment of 14 or 1S families in Shude- 
hill and Long Millgate. These came 
from other parts of Great Britain and 
also from Germany, attracted by the 
prospect of doing iness in textiles. 

in 1798 came Nathan Mayer 
Rothschild. the most brilliant and 
famous of the five sons of Mayer 
Amschel. He was only 21: years of 
age. He removed to London in 1805 
and began there a career which with 
that of his descendants is no small 
facet of the financial and eleemosynary 
history of the British people. 


An tafant Community 


The leading figures in the establish- 
ment.of the infant community were the 
brothers Lemon and Jacob Nathan. 
They rented for use as a Synagogue 
a room in Ainsworth Court. In 1804 
the synagogue was situated in Garden 
Sireet, Withy Grove. On September 
2, 1825. a synagogue was consecrated 
in Halliwell Street. The orginal ceme- 
was near St. Thomas's Chapel. 
Broad Street, Pendleton. It was 
opened in the closing years of the 
eighteenth century (the exact date is 
uncertain). The later cemetery was in 
Miles Platting. closed in 1872, and now 
used as a children’s playground. 

The Reform Synagogue in Park 
Place was opened in 1857, and the 
Great Synagogue in Cheetham Hill 
Road in 1858. There are now about 
40 major and minor places of worship. 

Names of officiants in the Orthodox 
community include the ‘eccentric 
Joseph Crool, Dr. David Mever Isaacs. 
Rabbi Dr. Salomon, and the present 
Communal Rabbi, Dr. A. Altmann.

A precursor of Hebrew education 
was the Manchester Hebrew Associa- 
tion, founded in 1838, and connected 
with it were Abraham and Jacob 
Franklin. Ihe latter edited Twi 
Voice or Jacor, forerunner of Th 
Jewish CHrRonicie. In 1869 the old 
school in Derby Street was opened, 
and in 1950 new buildings were erected 
in Wilton Polygon. Manchester 
remembers with affectionate gratitude 
Ephraim Harris and Hannah Raphac!l. 
The Talmud Torah schools date from 
1879. 

The Board of Shechita. founded in 
1892. had an iacome in 1892 of £1,200 
Today is £30,000. 

The earliest trace of a Beth Din ts 
a minute of 1893.

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PERSONAL REFLECTIONS 


By ISRAEL M. SIEFF 


VERLOOKING large, 
bombed, open space in the 
centre of Manchester stands 
the Queen's Hotel. Half a century 
ago it was the centre of a section 
of the city which housed its Cotton 
Barons. Within its doors many 
dramatic episodes have been 
enacted, both in the business and 
in the social world, but none so 
dramatic and so significant for the 
Jewish people as the first meeting 
between Chaim Weizmann and 


Arthur James Balfour. The waiter 
who brought Dr. Weizmann to 
Balfour’s room still retains the 


memory of this historic event. 


Fifty years Arthur James 
Balfour stood as candidate for the 
North Clayton Division of Manches- 
ter. The local Chairman of the 
Unionist Party was Dr. Charles 
Dreyfus who, at that time, was Chair- 
man of the Manchester Zionist Society. 
It was he who arranged the meeting 
hetween Balfour and Chaim Weizmann 

the latter then a young lecturer in 
chemistry at Manchester University. 


Balfour and Weizmann 


As was natural, the conversation 
turned to Zionism, and Balfour asked 
Weizmann why so many Jews were 
bitterly opposed to the offer of 
Uganda made by Mr Joseph 
Chamberlam when he was Colonial 
Secretary. Weizmann replied: “~ Mr. 
Balfour, supposing | were to offer 
you Paris instead of London. would 
you take #£zBalfour answered: 
“ But Dr. Weizmann, we have Lon- 
don ---and, lke a flash. Weizmann 
rephed: “ Yes, that is true, but we had 
Jerusalem when London was a marsh.” 

His wit was a very important part 
of his vital character 

Weizmanns next meeting with 
Balfour was when the latter was in the 
War Cabinet during the First World 
War Weizmanns discovery of a 
method for accelerating the production 
of acetone. an important component 
in high explosives, was brought to the 
notice of Balfour. who reminded him 
of their first meeting in Manchester in 
1906 and, recalling their conversation, 


said: “I believe. Dr. Weizmann, that 
when the guns stop firing, you may get 
your Jerusalem.” 

My own first meeting with Weiz- 
mann in Manchester was in 1913 at 
the house of a kinsman, Samuel J. 
Cohen, who lived in the Withington 
district, Weizmann gave the guests 
at that gathering an account of Zionist 
activities, which included the founda- 
tion and development of the Keren 
Kayemet which, in those days, 
depended on the collection of pennies 

in fact. the slogan was “A Penny 
a Day isthe J.N.F. Way.” | suggested 
to him that the collection seemed to 
be based on too low a unit of cur- 
rency criticised this approach 
to the Jewish masses who, | declared, 
would be prepared to make greater 
monetary sacrifices if they were made 
more aware of the problem.. | heard 
next day that he told my host that 
he thought | was rather a foolish 
young man-—which prompted me to 
get in touch with him again to try to 
persuade him that his assessment of 
me might not be altogether true. My 
brother-in-law. Simon Marks, and I 
very soon after won his fnendship, 
which grew with the years, the 
memories of which we shall always 
cherish.

RABBI DR. A. ALTMANN 


Born in Hungary and educated in 
Germany, Rabbi Altmann studied at 
the famous Yeshiva of Pressburg in 
Czechoslovakia and at the Berlin 
Rabbinical Seminary, where he 
obtained his Semicha in 1931. 

In the same year he obtained his degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy at Berlin 
Universit and was immediately 
appointed rabbi of a synagogue in the 
west of Berlin. Dr. Altmann comes of 


rabbinical stock, his father been 
er 


a noted rabbi, scholar, and preac 
A year later he was. 


in addition. 
lecturer in 


Jewish Philosoph 
Homiletics at the Berlin Rabbinical 
Seminary. Not long the 
Berlin Jewish community appointed him 
one of their communal rabbis and a 
member of the Beth Din. 

During those years he founded a 
“ House of Study " under the name of 
*Rambam Lehrhaus”™ which attracted 
large numbers of students from all walks 
f life who sought to deepen their know- 
— of Judaism during the vears of 
Hitler's rule. He also published in those 


years a number of books and many 


articles in both learned and popular 
journals. 
In 1938 he became the Communal 


Rabbi of Manchester and District. He 
was inducted into office by the late Chief 
Dr. J. H. Hertz. 

His major achievements in Manchester 
include the establishment of the Manches- 
ter and District Synagogue Council, of 
which he is the President. which 
tries to effect the closest possible co- 
operation betwéen the many constituent 
synagogues which ut comprises. and the 
founding of the Institute of Jewish Studies, 
which has already achieved world-wide 
recognition as a centre of academic 
research in important branches of Jewish 
learning, He is Chairman of the Edi- 
torial Board of the “ Journa! of Jewish 
Studies * (published by Jewish Chronicle 
Publications). 

Dr. Altmano has 
keenest inierest in 
President of the Manchester Central 
Board for Hebrew Education as 
well as of the Manchester University 
Jewish Society. The Inter-University 
Jewish Federation of Great Britain and 
Ireland recently clecied him their Presi- 
dent. A. few years ago the Hebrew 
University invited him to deliver a course 
of lectures and offcred him the chair 
of Jewish Philosophy. He declined this 
offer because he feli that he had a duty 
to Anglo-Jewry, and soon afterwards he 
founded the Institute.

Manchester has had its waves of 
immigrants. of whom it can be said, 
in brief, that they were hard-working 
and law-abiding people who contri- 
buted largely to the establishment of 
trades and manufacture and to the 
life of the university. 


“ Erudite and Witty Jew” 


Names in connection with university 
teaching in Manchester include Tobias

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MANCHESTER TERCENTENARY EXHIBITION 


HE Tercentenary Exhibition at 

the Manchester Central Library, 

organised by the Tercentenary 
Committee of the Council of Manches- 
ter and Salford Jews, was, on the 
whole, a highly creditable achievement, 
carried out with artistic taste and 
historical insight. 

An imposing, well-designed chart Was 
nee at the entrance to the exhibition, 
eaturing the Tercentenary symbol, an 
excerpt from Lord Samuel's message 
printed in the Tercentenary Supplement 
of Tue Jewtsn Curonicie (a copy of 
which was included a the exhibits), 
and a brief indication the story to 
be told 


The primacy of the bond of religion in 
the community's story was immediately 
indicated by massive stone tablets of 
the Decaloguc, taken from the old Halli- 
well Street Synagogue (a direct precursor 
of the Manchester Great Synagogue and 
consecrated in 1825). 

The Manchester Jewish story has a 
traceable narrative of over two centuries ; 
and one of the most attractive exhibits 
consisted in the demonstration of the 
unbroken continuity from 1782 till today 
of six gencrations of the Franks family. 
The Laski family, as was to be expected, 
occupied a deservedly honoured place. 
Nathan and Sarah, for so many years 
the “father and mother™ of the com- 
munity, were portrayed in these réles; 
Sarah, too, figuring as an authoress in 
her own right. 

With regard to Manchester Jewish com- 
munal history proper, two basic historical 
documents were shown: the deeds for 
the purchase of the first Jewish cemetery 
in Pendicton (1794) and the deed of trust 
relating to the Derby Sireet premises of 
the Jews’ School, which was founded in 
1831. In this connection, the cxhibition 
featured a rare photographic print, which 
included portraits of Ephraim Harris,

ANCHESTER. is a _ solid 
city, peopled by solid citi- 
zens. Grimy, soot-sodden, 
it stretches from Albert Square, its 
geo-Victorian centre, through slums 
and tenement-like houses, sadly 
reminiscent of Glasgow's south-side, 
to the green fields and gardens of 
rural Cheshire. | 


its heart is the Free Trade Hall. 
Near by. circling an architect's

Radicalism, Liberalism, Socialism 
all found their roots bere. From the

An outstanding illustration of the 
commercial and industrial prosperity 
of Manchester, in which its Jewish 
citizens are playing so great a part, 
has been the phenomenal growth 
during the past few years of the city 
airport at Ringway. The Director of 
the Airport, Mr. G. A. Harvey, 
described its development from its 
beginning in 1938 to the present day, 
when all but the biggest aircraft can 
use the runways. Plans for the new 
terminal buildings (to be completed in 
1959). which will cost £1,200.000. are 
well advanced.

founded in 1867 
to care for the sick and poor on a 
communal basis. 

There have been many changes in 
forms of relief since the Board of 
Guardians was established 90 years 
ago, the most striking being the change 
from State or communal charity for 
the destitute to that of community 
responsibility for the maintenance of 
minimum standards of welfare for all. 

The Jewish Ladies’ Visiting Asso- 
ciation. a pioneer in health work, was 
founded in 1884 mainly for the 
benefit of the immigrants. 

The numbers of Jews settling in 
Manchester increased rapidly and 
families were large——seven to twelve 
children being the most usual. Young 
men in the community became aware 
of the needs of these children, many 
of whom lived in crowded condi- 
tions with little room for play, and 
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Delamere children at play 


in 1898 they formed the Derby Street 
Company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 
providing Manchester Jewry’s first 
organised recreation for boys, adding. 
five years later, a club—the Grove 
House Lads .Club. The annual 
summer camps, games and sports, the 
handicrafts and classes in further 
education, at a time when children left 
school at twelve or thirteen, have 
played a conspicuous part in forminy 
the character of Successive generations. 
In 1910 the Jewish Girls Club was 
started. later amalgamating with the 


’ poys’ club, to form the present Jewish 


Lads’ Brigade and Club. 

In 1905 the Manchester Jews 
Benevolent Society came into being. 
formed by men who themselves had 
but recently fled from persecution. 

The Manchester Jewish Hospital. 
now a recognised training school, with 
100 beds. was opened in 1903 with 40 
beds. providing patients with a Jewish 
atmosphere as well as a Jewish diet. 

The growth in the number of insti- 
tutions and charities at this time 
caused those prominent in the service 
of the community to consider the 
advisability of having some central 
body to which thev could each be 
affiliated and to which the community 
could look for guidance. After the 
First World War, in 1919, the Council 
of Manchester and Salford Jews was 
established for this purpose. 

The Jewish Fresh-Air Home and 
School at Delamere, which was 
opened in 1921, was one. of 
the pioneer schools of its kind, 
under the Minrtry (then Board) 
of Education, in the whole country 
and the first such Jewish school. It 
was then something quite new to pro-

Jewish settlers in Manchester, 

but they were richly endowed 
with the sacred traditions they 
brought there, and one of their first 
communal acts, in 1780, was the 
opening of a place of worship. 

As the original community grew in 
numbers, a site was acquired, m 1851. 
in York Street (now Cheetham Hill 
Road). and in 1858 the magnificent 
edifice of the Great Synagogue—-which 
traces its origin to one opened in 1806 
—was erected. 

in 1865 the Holy Law Congrega- 
tion opened a synagogue, and in 1933 
they amalgamated with the Sedgley 
Pirk Congregation. Their present 
beautiful synagogue in Bury Old Road 
was opened in 1935. Two synagogues 
were opened in 1871 and 1872, respec- 
tively: the Central, which in 1928 
moved to Heywood Street; and the 
South Manchester, in Wilbraham 
Road. In 1889 and 1899, respectively, 
were established the New Synagogue. 
in Cheetham Hill Road, which has 
now a branch in Kersal Crag. Bury 
New Road: and the North Manches- 
ter, Synagogue, now transferred to 
Cheltenham Crescent, The Adath 
Yisrac!. Higher Broughton, and South 
Broughton Synagogues also belong to 
the older class. 


40 Places of Worship 


Together with the minor syna- 
gogues. Manchester is now endowed 
with 40 places of worship. besides 
additional accommodation for the 
Yomim Noraim. 

No fewer than 4.103 Jewish children 
are in attendance in all the schools of 
Manchester, Selferd, and Prestwich. 
Of them. 1,198 are enrolled in the 
Jewish day schools, where they receive 
a Jewish religious education. Another 
1100 attend the Talmud Torah, tis 
branches, and the synagogue classes. 
while 300, perhaps, are in chedarim 
or receive private tuition. Accord- 
ingly, about 1.565 children are without 
rehgious instruction. Nearly 600 of 
these. however, enjoy some religious 
leaching in certain secondary schools 
during the Scripture periods, ranging 
irom one to five weekly lessons of 
half an hour's duration.

The Jews’ School is the oldest of 


the schools. Opened in 1838 with a 
lew pupils. and a roll of 68 by 1850.

Permission to send Jewish teachers 
to a number of primary and secondar, 
State schools is another religious 
advantage enjoyed by Manchester. 

Until 1892 the affairs of shechita 
were administered by a committee of 
the Great Synagogue, but in 1892 a 
representative conference elected the 
first Manchester Shechita Board. 
entrusting it with the control of 
shechita and general kashrut. 

In 1921 its three members were 
Strenethened by the addition of two 
rabbis and a minister, and local 
magistrates consented to act as asses- 
sors. It then assumed the additiona! 
role of tribunal in civil matters. 

In 1931 the Beth Din undertook also 
the supervision of the baking of bread. 
coniectionery, milk, the meat trade. 
imported and manufactured food 
products, caterers and hotels, including 
meatiess meals for Jewish public 
gatherings at the Midland Hotel. 

Religious ministration for Jewish 
patients in 60 hospita’s and prisons is 
provided by the Hebrew Visitation 
Board. which traces its origin to 1885. 

Provision of kosher food for 
patients is another feature of religious 
observance. The Jewish Hospital, the 
Kosher Kitchen at the  Rovyal 
Infirmary, which also supplies four 
other hospitals, the Kosher Kitchen at 
Crumpsall Hospital, sponsored by 
Linas Hazedek: and the Jewish Homes 
for the Aged—all these supply kosher 
meals, as far as circumstances permit 

Three or four youth societies include 
rehgious subjects. in their activities. 
while the raison d étre of the Mizrachi 
Organisation and the Aguda is their 
firm stand for traditional Judaism. A 
Sabbath Observance Employment 
Bureau is in existence. 


The Sephardim

BOUT the middle of the 
nineteenth century a smal! 
group of Sephardi mer- 

chants found themselves settled in 
Manchester and, anxious to follow 
the mode of worship familiar to 
them, formed their own assembly 
for prayer. 


Within a decade or so their numbers 
had grown sufficiently to make the 
building of a synagogue feasible 
Approaches for help to the Spanish 
and Portuguese Congregation of Lon 
don met with a cordial response ; the 
Haham and the Elders readily lent 
substantial moral and material sup 
port: and in’ 1873 the Spanish: and 
Portuguese Synagogue in. Cheetham 
Hill, named Shaare Tephillah. was 
consecrated by Haham Artom. This 
was to prove the parent-body of "he 
Manchester Sephard) community. 
which now possesses three fine syna- 
gogues, with a joint membership 
exceeding SOO families 


New Congregation in South 


By 1904 a considerable expansion in 
membership, coupled with the move- 
ment of many Sephardim to the more 
popular residential suburbs of South 
Manchester. made necessary the 
creation of a new congregation. i 
was called Shaare Rehamim and was 
accommodated in a temporary Ssyna 
gogue in Withington. Searcely a 
generation later, with the influx of 
large numbers of Sephardim from the 
Middle Fast (who took up residence 
in Manchester to become textile 
exporters), this building was already 
inadequate. An imposing new syna- 
gogue was therefore erected in West 
Didsbury and consecrated in 1927 by 
Haham Dr. Gaster. | 

This congregation now included 
Sephardim from Greece, Turkey, 
North Africa, Egypt, Syma, and ; 
and hitherto all seemed to have 
accepted the Londen lisurgical rite, 
although its solemnity and severe sim- 
plicity of style could not appeal to 
those brought up in the more cobowrtu! 
Oriental minhag. But part of the 


community now showed themselves 
unwilling to forsake the devotional 
customs and melodies to which they 
had been accustomed in their countries 
of orgin. Accordingly, in 1926, they 
ilormed themselves into a separate con- 
gregation, called Shaare Sedek, and 
built their own synagogue in West 
Didsbury. 

Manchester Sephardim, while insis- 
tent on separateness in mode of prayer 
and on ecclesiastical independence, 
have always identified themselves 
closely with the general Jewish com- 
munity in the city. Many high offices, 
including the presidencies of the 
Shechita Board, the Jewish Hospital, 
the Board of Guardians. and other 
important orgamsations, have from 
time to time been filled by Sephardim. 


The Reform

Ts year 1780 is usually given 
as the date when the Jewish 
community of Manchester 
was first organised. In 1840 the 
community split into two and a new 
congregation was formed. Although 
the Margaret Street Synagogue, 
London (the forerunner of the West 
London Synagogue of British Jews) 
was. starfed in that year, there 
appears to have been no connection 
between the two events. Personal

differences rather than ritual appear 


to have caused the breach, which 
was healed in 1847, when Man- 


chester Jewry again formed one 
community. 


In 185! the Rev. Dr. Solomon 
Schiller-Szinessy was appointed 
spiritual head of the local community. 
Dr. Schiller-Szinessy was a most 
colourful personality. He had fought 
under Kossuth in the revolution of 
1848. and had actually been in charge 
of the party whose duty it was to 
demolish a bridge which, if captured, 
would have been of great strategic 
importance to the enemy. 


Hardly had he entered into his office 
when a new spirit began to stir. 
Meetings were held to discuss, among 
other things, improvements in the form 
of worship as well as the Cherem, of 
ban of excommunication, which had 
been imposed on the founders of the 
Margaret Street Synagogue by the then 
Chief Rabbi. In 1856 Dr. Schiller- 
Szinessy visited Hull, where a dispute 
was going on in the community, and 
preached in favour of one. of the 
parties. This, together with his refusal 
to officiate at the wedding of a convert 
to Judaism (who had been admitted 
by a rabb: in. Amsterdam), were the 
reasons given for his suspension from 
the office of rabbi of the congregation, 


It was decided to establish contact 
with the Margaret Street Synagogue. 
London. and to organise a like-minded 
community Throughout the whole 
of this period Dr. Schiller-Szinessy 
had been carrying on his duties as 
rabbi by officiating at services held 
in hes own home and by contmumeg 


— 


to act as superintendent of the Jews’ 
School. When. later in the year, the 
new congregation advertised for a 
spiritual leader, Dr. Schiller-Szimessy 
either applied for the position or was 
privately prevatied upon to accept . 
Efforts were then made to secure a 
house of worship and on March tl, 
1857, the foundation-stone of the Park 
Place Synagogue was laid. 

Such was the beginning of the Man- 
chester Congregation of British Jews. 

After Dr. Schiller-Szimessy left 
Manchester to take up a position at 
Cambridge University, the congrega- 
tion was served by the following munis- 
ters: the Rev. Dr. Gustav Gottheil, 
1861: the Rev. Dr. Isaac Wiener, 
1874: the Rev. Lawrence Mark Sim- 
mons, 1878: the Rev. Dr. A. Wok, 
1901 : the Rev. Harry S. Lewss, 1909 ; 
the Rev. Jacob Phillips, 1913; and 
myself from 1940 

The mood prevailing after the 
Second World War, together with a 
wider vision in policy, was no dout 
responsible for the great increase in 
membership Stress was land on 
“youth.” and today its junior mem- 
bership and youth groups are among 
the most active and prominent in the 
city. 

For many years the congregation 
was without a house of worship when 
“Park Place” was totally destroyed 
by enemy action in 194! The new 


synagogue in the centre of the city was: 


opened in 1953. and in more com- 
modious surroundings every aspect of 
congregational life is given full scope. 
In 1957 the Manchester Congrega- 
tion of British Jews will celebrate its 
centenary.

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UR Bible has explicitly set 
forth the duty which 


devolves upon the Jew 
towards the city in which he lives. 
Jeremiah, in the Divine Name, 
addresses his brethren in disper- 
sion: “Seek the peace of the City 
whither I have caused you to be 
carried away captives and pray 
unto the Lord for it: for in the 
peace thereof shall ye have peace.” 


This view has been confirmed 
throughout the ages by our rabbis. 


The story of the Manchester Jewish 
community in modern times shows 
how well wedded its sons and 
daughters have been to ancient Jewish 
teachings about civic life. 

The earliest records of our com- 
munity go back to 1780. Until 1883, 
however, the Jewish population in 
Manchester was comparatively small. 
It was confronted with many of the 
| problems inherent in an embryonic 
society——spiritual and organisational. 
Moreover, during the greater portion 
of that period Jews were debarred 
from taking a real part in national and 
civic life until the dawn of emancipa- 
tion in the late ‘fifties. ht was only tn 
1883 that. in consequence of the 
intensification of the persecution of 
Jews in Russia, the community 
began to grow appreciably. 

There arises, not infrequently, some 
controversy as to the first Jew who 
became a member of a public body. 
It is generally conceded that the first 
Jew, recognised as such, to enter the 
Manchester City Council was Charles 
Dreyfus—on February. 2, 1897—and 
he remained a Councillor until 1905. 

As Ohairman of the Zionist Group 
in Manchester he met Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann soon after his arrival jn the 
city. Of him Dr. Weizmann writes 
in: “Trial and Error”: “Charles 
Dreyfus . . . managing director of the 
Clayton Aniline Works ... was also 
| a member of the Manchester City 
Council and Chairman of the Con- 
servative Party in Manchester. We 
_ developed friendly relations with each 
_ other .which lasted many years—in 
| fact, until his death, which occurred 
| at a very advanced age. Early in 
_ 1906 a General Election took place tn 
| England, and Balfour was chosen to 
contest the Clayton Division of North 
Manchester. In the midst of the cam- 
paign, Balfour, at Dreytus’s sugges- 
tion, consented to receive me.” 

After Dreyfus, a notable contribu- 
tion by Jews to civic service was pro- 
vided by the election of Mrs. Sarah 
Laski to the City Council in August, 
1929. She had for some years previ- 
ously been Chairman of the old Man- 
chester Board of Guardians. which, in 
consequence of the passage of the 
Local Government Act 1929, ceased 
to exist in that form and its functions 
were brought within the ambit of the 
local authority as a Public Assistance 
Committee. Her membership of the 
Board of Guardians was so distin- 
guished that she was persuaded to 
continue her work by seeking election 
to the City Council, which appointed 
her the first Chairman of the newly 
formed Public Assistance Committee. 
Mrs. Laski continued to serve on the 
City Council with rare devotion until 
her death. Her record and that of 
her husband, Nathan Laski, a Chair- 
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trates and leader of Manchester Jewry 
in sO many fields, occupy a place of 
honour in the proud civic history of 
Manchester. 

Later in 1929 Abraham Moss, a 
young pioneer of the literary socicty 
movement in this country, was 
returned to the City Council. He 
brought to his civic work the same 
ability and efficiency which had 
characterised his earlier service to 
YOU th. These 


qualities were soon 
. recognised and he 


became chairman 
“4 ®- of the most impor- 
> tant committees of 
the Corporation. 
His services to the 
development of the 
arts were justly 
recognised by the 
University of Man- 
chester of which 
he becam an 
honorary graduatc. 
Ald. L. Lever, MP. A higher recogni- 
tion was to come: his election to the 
Lord Mayoralty in Coronation year 
1953-54, By general consent he proved 
one of the most distinguished Lord 
Mayors ever to hold that office. 
Manchester civic work has attracted 
many from different walks of life. In 
1934 William Chadwick, a physician 
and surgeon, was elected Councillor. 
Until the Second World War there 
were only five Jews serving on the City 
Council. After the war there was a 
general surge of youth aspiring to the 
civic service. In consequence Jewish 
representation has been increased and 
taken its rightful place in the good 
government of the city. 
In 1945 Clir. Hyman Goldstone, 
Cllr. Rachel Finkel (the second Jewish 
woman), and Clir. Bernard Langton 
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vice on the City Council. have made 
contributions to its delibers. 

No account of Jews j 
of Manchester . 
without a passing reference to ig 
neighbouring city and boroughs. fir the 
past half-century Jews in the ancies 
city of Salford have contributed 
notably to its well-being. One must 
recall with pride the services of Ak 
Isidor Frankenburg, a past Mayor 
and Ald. Samuel Finburgh, who. is 
addition to being Mayor. was one of 
its Members of Parliament who cham. 
pioned the cause of his people in the 
House. In recent years Ald Dr 
Joseph Shlosberg proved a populaf and 
respected Coronation Mayor. and the 
Sahord scene shows that there is good 
material of Jewish quality to follow 

In recent years the Jewish com- 
munity has moved into new ares 
under different local authorities. The 
-Same sense of public service moves 
with them. 

In peace and war the Jewish contr- 
bution to civic life has been of a high 
order and the community can feel a 
sense of pride in the past and look 
forward with hope and confidence to 
the future.

This volume 
gas written some years ago, but its 
appearance was delayed owing to the 
destruction of the stocks, and now it 
is practically a new work as far as 
the reading public is concerned, — 

We have here an account of the life 
and influence of Jeremiah. Told in 
the form of a story, we have not alone 
the details of his life, but a vivid 
picture of the ideals, hopes, and 
disappointments of one of the greatest 
figures in the Bible. | have never 
cubscribed to the general acceptance 
of the name Jeremiah as a type of 
disgruntled misery. He is, in many 
respects, the greatest Optimist in the 
Bible. It is easy to ignore facts and 
prophesy smooth sayings and gain 
temporary applause. But Jeremiah 
inew the difference between building 
wp and pulling down; to him the 
fyure of his people was an open 
hook. with cause and effect acting 
wth inexorable certainty; and with 
the destruction of the Temple and the 
consequent exile of his people written 
large upon the pages of the future, 
he clung to a slender hope that 
would yet recover and live 
sain. And to him the hope was not 
sender, it was more than a hope, it 
was a faith in the ultimate triumph 
of the divine scheme. 

The author asks us to believe that 
he has no claims to first-hand scholar- 
ship. He has read widely and has 
derived his knowledge of the times 
and conditions of the prophet from 
the many commentaries with which 
scholars are familiar. But it is no 
small achievement to be able to inter- 
pret in such a lucid and fascinating 
syle a period of history fraught with 
such consequences for Israel. And 
this book has appeared at a critical 
moment in our history, when so much 
of what is here described might well 
be pondered and. give us a much- 
needed strength to understand the 
problems of today and show us the 
power of faith to find the solution.

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TIES WITH U.S.A. 200 YEARS AGO 


HILE Anglo-Jewry _ is, 

judging by the calculations 

of tercentenaries, a year 
younger than American Jewry, in 
its unique development the British 
community influenced to a signifi- 
cant extent the growth of some 
American Jewish communities. In 
the climate of homogeneous 
England, Anglo-Jewry developed 
mature institutions of central 
authority very early in its history 
(for example, the Board of Deputies 
of British Jews, 1760, and the Chief 
Rabbinate), and for a few fleeting 
years it seemed as if, under the 
influence of such _ institutions, 
American Jewry might become a 
part of the Anglo-Jewish imperial 
dependencies, like the Jewries of 
South Africa, Australia, and New 
Zealand. 


When Britain lost its American 
colonies, it retained for more than 
half a cemtury some kind of cultural 
hegemony in the.new world. Sydney 
Smith's famous taunt (THe EDINBURGH 
Review, 1820), “ In the four quarters 
of the globe, who reads an American 
book ? or goes to an American play ? 
or looks at an American picture ? ” 
evoked no response, for, in truth, even 
Americans were reading British books 
and going to British plays. Hence it 
was not unnatural for the young 
American Jewish communities to look 
to London, as some did, for guidance 
and precedent. Later, towards the 
1840s. under the impact of growing 
cultural independence in national life, 
and under the pressure of German 
immigration, the perspective of 
American Jewry turned from England 
to Central Europe, 


British Qualities 


Yet in the meantime, between 1800 
and 1840. certain American syna- 
gogues had assumed peculiarly British 
institutional qualities, while in several 
cities English Jews were guiding com- 
munity development. As Jate as the 
post-Civil War years, the British Board 
of Deputies provided the model for 
the American of Delegates, 
which was organised in part by English 
Jews.. The Anglo-Jewish jnfluence in 
the growth of American Jewry stands 
apart, though not isolated, from the 
main stream of American Jewish 
development. 

The English Jews who came to 
America, numbering perhaps 1,600 
before 1850, were taking part in a 
great movement of Britons to all parts 
of the world which began after 1815. 
The few thousand emigrant Jews 
belonged neither to the masses of 
agricultural poor nor to unemployed 
labour: some came from declining 
port towns, others were a part of the 
thrusting bourecosie of the great 
British cities, still others were probably 
paid to go. kt would seem that four 
hundred English Jews came to 
Charleston. about eleven hundred to 
New York. and a few dozen to 
Cincinnati and Philadelphia, in all. 

The English Jews in America made 
a comparatively quick and painless 
adjustment to the new lanc. Unlike 
the German Jews who followed, they 
could participate, through their 
knowledge of English, in all kinds of 
economic and political life even in 
their very first years in Americ., 
Indeed. in Charleston’ there were 
Jewish politicians, merchants, coroners, 
gaolers, sheriffs, market commis- 
sioners.. in all sorts of common and 
odd callings Jews turned up. 

In other areas, particularly Cincin- 
nati, English Jews offered the Gentiles 
their first knowledge of what a Jew 
was like. Legend has it that a 
Quaker woman was moved to inquire 
of Joseph Jonas, the first settler, “ Art 
thou verily of God's chosen people ? 
I see no hoofs or horns!” For these 
people, at least, the Jew was some 
kind of an Englishman. 

In New York City, English Jews 
provided the necessary link between 
affluent native-born Jews and obser- 
vant, but poor, foreign Jews of Polish 
and German birth, English Jews

enjoyed the prestige of “authentic 
Jews,” by contrast with the unlearned 
native-born, and at the same time 
found ready entry into the homes of 
the local gentry, to whom an English- 
man was an aristocrat. Hence, by his 
special character, the English Jew 
provided a link between the native- 
and foreign-born. Individual English 
Jews filled communal positions that 
required a good knowledge of English 
and of Judaism. As newspapermen 
(S. J. Jackson, Robern Lyon, publisher 
of the ASMONEAN), as Organising secre- 
taries (S. M. Isaacs served as organ- 
ising secretary of no fewer than four 
major groups), and as educationists, 
Anglo-Jews were uniquely qualified to 
work for the unity of Jewish life. 


Growth of Synagogues 


The chief institution of American 
Jewry at this time was the synagogue, 
and it was in the growth of the 
American synagogue that Anglo-Jewish 
influence became most clearly distin- 
guished. 


English Jews founded Charleston's 
Beth Elohim in 1750, and the syna- 
gogue called its first ministers from 
London {Abraham Alexander, 1764- 
84. Abraham <Azuby. 1785-1805). 
The practice ended in 1805, when the 
Sephardic synagogue in London, Bevis 
Marks, sent an unsuitable chazan, who 
was unceremoniously returned.  Cin- 
cinnatis Bnai Israel was likewise 
started mn 1824 by English emigrants 
who ignored the warning, “In the 
wilds of America, and entirels 
amongst Gentiles, you will forget your 
religion and your God.” to form the 
first community west of the Alie- 
ghanies. Shearith ‘el, in New York, 
had close ties with Bevis Marks. 
received from London substantial con- 
tributions to its various building funds. 
and hired British ministers (for 
example, im 1759, Joseph Jessurun 
Pinto). 

New York's second synagogue. 
Bnai Jeshurun, was founded in 1824 
by English and German Ashkenazim. 
and its first officers were English Jews 
Readers” were sought jin English 
Jewish papers, and vacancies were 


referred to the British Ashkenazic 
cathedral-svnagogue, the Great Syna- 
gogue, in London. Sull a third con- 
gregation, Shaarey Tefillah, was 
founded by English Jews who had 
seceded from B'nai Jeshurun after an 
influx of German members. The 
minister, S. M. Isaacs, of Liverpool, 
joined the new synagogue; Shaarey 
Tefillah took great interest in religious 
events in England, and alone of 
American synagogues congratulated 
the new British Chief Rabty (in 1845) 
and offered its “loyal support.” 
Mikve Israel, im Philade|piua, 
employed several English . chazanim 
(Jacob Cohen, 1783-1811, Emanuel 
Carvalho, 1815-17, Abraham Keys, 
1824-28) and maintained cordial rela- 
with Bevis Marks. 

The statutes of the older synagogues, 
Beth Elohim in Charleston § and 
Shearith Israe| in New York, bore 
close resemvblance to those of Bevis 
Marks. All three synagogues, for 
example, considered themselves co- 
extensive with the Jewish community :

Both the London and the Charleston 
synagogues forbade accepting prose- 
lytes; all three were severely auto- 
cratic im sructure. 
any number of Sephardic synagogues, 
yet the close ties between the three 
congregations would lead to the con- 
clusion that it was to London, not to 
Venice or Amsterdam. that the eclectic 
Americans had looked for a model. 

The Chief Rabbinate of Britain pro- 
vided a force for conservatism in 
American Jewish life During the 
tenure of Solomon Hirschell, the 
Chief Rabbinate had been accustomed 
to dealing with the religious needs of 
Imperial Jewries, and was not 
unnatural for him to take an active 
interest in America as well. Hirschell 
wrote to B'nai Jeshurun. for example, 

“| should fecl ‘happy were a man to 
arise in the light of whose learning and 
virwe the community of America could 
walk in uprightness according to our 
holy law. But until that is the case, the 
connection hetween your country 
and England renders it imperative on me 
improper 
practices.” 


Beth Din’, Interest 
The Beth Din of Bevis Marks like- 


wise took an active interest in 
American Sephardim, answering ques- 
tions in the years between 1791 and 
1855. 

It was only after the establishment 
of B’nai Jeshurun, however, that such 
transatlantic consultation hecame 
frequem. Like the Chief Rabbi, the 
new synagogue congregation followed 
the Ashkenazic ritual: many of the 
members had ‘been reared in the 
tradvions of the Great Synagogue in 
London. Hence in difficult matters 
of law, such as marriage, burial, and 
divorce, the synagogue found it 
helpful to turn to the Chief Rabbi. 
On more than one occasion. the Chief

Organisation of a united Jewish body 
for all American Jewry. At the time 
of the Damascus affair (1840), English 
Jews in several big cities (New York, 
Cincinnati, Philadelphia) organised, 
on the British pattern, protest 
meetings. Out of these meetings came 
many proposals to unite the American 
Synagogue. The German-born Isaac 
Leeser, of Philadelphia, was joined in 
the effort by S. M. Isaacs and Robert 
Lyon in New York, and A. A, Lindo, 
of Cincinnati ; invitations were issued 
mn 1841, 1845, and 1849. Lindo, in 
particular, proposed the establishment 
“of a Chamber of Deputies of 
American Israelites on a plan similar 
to the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews now existing in England.” Lindo 
travelled widely to enlist support, but 
the conference of 1849 failed, since 
from New York City only the English 
Synagogue (Shaarey' Tefillah) was 
represented. 

In 1858, the Mortara affair led to 
similar protest meetings ; a few months 
after the meeting in New York, 
Shaarey Tefillah formed a committee 
“to call upon other New York con- 
gregations for the election of delegates 
to a permanem board of representa- 
tives of the Jews in America.” A 
general meetungs, called for November, 
1859, in New York, found eleven New 
York congregations and those of 
eleven other cities represented. A 
member of Shaarey Tefillah, Henry 
Hart was elected President, and S. M. 
Isaacs’s son became secretary, while 
Leeser and another German Jew 
(from New Orleans) were  vice- 
presidems. Thus the officers of the 
Board of Delegates represented a 
umion of German aad English Jews 
in America. 

The Board of Delegates of American 
Israelites was clearly patterned after 
the British Board of Deputies, and it 
co-operated. closely with that organ- 
isahon: 

“The founders believed that on the 
model of the Board of Deputies of 
Bruish Jewry, then the only. institution 
assuming the functions of a  quasi- 
political body concerned with the redress 
of grievances under which Hebrews 
suffered, an American association could 
be formed... 


This was, perhaps. the most 
important single coninbution of 
English Jews to American Jewish 
growth during these years. 


Struggle for Equality 


From across the Atlantic, Anglo- 
Jewry provided a source of news and 
thought through its famous leaders 
(particularly. the Chief Rabbi and 
Moses Montefiore) and its great events 
—the Reform movement (founded in 
West London in 1840) and =the 
“emancipation” and granting of full 
political rights to British. Jews (1858) 
were followed with interest. The 
struggle for political equality after 
1840 was-reported in great detail in 
the American Jewish press. American 
Jews felt that in the arguments 
mustered for and against their British 
brethren at Westminster, they too were 
on trial and would fee! the impact of 
the result. 

In one final, most subtle, way did 
English Jewry influence its American 
coumerpart. Anglo-Jewry, with its 
more vital cultura! and religious life, 
provided a measuring-stick by which 
sensitive American Jews might judge 
themselves and their community. For 
example, Isaac Lesser wrote in the 
OCCIDENT in 1849: 


“The estimated Jewish population in 
England proper is less than twenty-seven 
thousand. and still they have so many 
noble institutions of charity, and a close 
union of ecclesiastical interests, with 
several spiritual heads who have always 
enjoyed the conference and respect of 
Israelites all over the world. To judge 
from circumstances . . . the Jews in 
America exceed already in numbers those 
in England . . . and well may the question 
be asked: how do we compare m 
religious standing with our brothers im 
Britain. . . . It is true we erect con- 
stantly new synagogues, building . 


edifices . . . to honour our faith . . . and 
ornamem the cities where they are situ- 
ated ... but how do we ornament... 


the religious sense of the people? .. . 

As the American tercentenary has 
ended and the British tercentenary 1s 
under way, it may be worth while 
once again to make such comparisons 
between “the two cradles of Jewish 
liberty,” English and American Jewry.

A.J.A. CRITICISM OF DEPUTIES 
Need for Practical Co-operation 


To the Editor of Tae Jewtsu CHRronicie 


Sian.—1I am giad that the Secretary 
of the Board of Deputics answers my 
speeches: I wish the President had 
answered my letters as promptly. 

I gladly accept Mr. Brotman’s state- 
mem that the Board knew nothing of the 
Agudix and WJ.C. intentions when they 
made their own approach. This is a 
matier on which truth is objective. But 
when he goes on to accuse me of trying 
to have the best of both worlds (inci- 
dentally, why should I not if I can ?) and 
says that his corrections of fact destroy 
my argument, | suggest that truth ts 
subjective. 

I remain convinced, as you do in your 
leader column this week, that the Board 
would be doing the community a real 
service if it took the lead in suggesting 
practical co-operation instead of turning 
down or ignoring other organisations’ 
suggestions for co-operation. And I 
agree with you that the prestr and 
status of the Board would be enhanced 
in the process. 

I cannot agree with Mr. Brotman that 
our troubles would be over if the A.J.A. 
accepted the Board's proposals of March, 
1955, because these proposals have never 
been conmwnunicated to me. If the Board 
had intended them to be taken senously 
I should have expecied Mr. Brotman to 
have sent them to Mr. Spencer.

W.3.C.’s “ DOUBLE-TALK ” 


Sin.—The Secretary of the Board of 
Deputies refutes (in your issue of last 
week) Mr. Carvalho’s statement “ that 
the Board knew that the World Jewish 
Congress and the Agudas Israel would 
ask for interviews themselves.” 

A report in your issue of April 27 
stated that the Agudas Israel had 


“informed the Board of Deputies of its 
willingness “ to participate in a joint dele- 
gation. Surely when the Board turned 
down this suggestion they realised that 
the Aguda would seck their own ipter- 
view. So far as the World Jewish Con- 
gress is concerned, the Secretary of the 
British Section sits on the Board's 
Foreign Affairs Committee, together with 
other prominent WJ.C. me rs. Was 
it mot reasonable to assume that when 
the question of an interview with the 
Russian leaders and a memorandum was 
discussed by that committee the W.J.C. 
people would have referred to their inten- 
tion of seeking an interview and sub- 
mitting a memorandum ? 

Dual loyalty of this kind no doubt 
creates its own problems, but it is odd 
that clected officers of so important a 
commiitee of the Board of Deputies could 
discuss the Board's approach to the 
Russian leaders, knowing at the same 
time that the W.J.C. were contemplating 
their own approach, and yet not saying 
so. Of course, Mr. Baum tries to fore- 
stall the answer by stating that the WJ.C. 
memorandum was submitted by “ the 
international organisation of the World 
Jewish Congress.” This sort of double- 
talk was precisely what the A.J.A. feared 
in the discussions on Co-Operation in 
forcign affairs. The British Section of 
the World Jewish Comgress can never 
give any assurance regarding the activities 
of us European or International Office. 

Mr. Brotman also states that if the 
A.J.A. had accepted the proposals of the 
Board there would be no need for 
erftticism about oncoordinated action. 

s he mean that in the case of a 
special emergency the Board is not 
prepared even to attempt to call the 
representatives of other organisations 
together in the hope of achieving agree- 
ment on any Specific matter ? Surely, as 
Mr. Carvalho said, the Russian visii was 
an occasion “for the Board of Deputies 
to have buried any rancour and ill-fecling 
which may have resulted from previous 
attempts at co-operation.”

Informing the Child 
To the Editor of THe Jewisy CHRONICLE 


comment On the 
Scholarly article by Rabbi Moshe 
Turetsky on “Adoption in Jewish 
— in your issue of May 25 

article, in aticmpting to 
the disproportionate number of prema 
tive Jewish adopters to the availability

These two factors, i is asserted 
militate against the possibility of Jewish 
people adopting. since the greatest source 

such infants is the illegitimate child 
This attitude presents a dual objection: 


first, it 1s doubted whether, indeed Ortho. 
dox Jewry iS SMrong as to provide none 
of this country’s deprived children The 


“explanation,” furthermore, overlooks 
the possibility that Jewish parents of 
varying Shades of religious observance 


might feel willing to adopt a deprived 
child whatever its racial gene. An instance 
of this appears in the reports of th 
Scotiish courts of 1949. where such as 
order was made 

_ Rabbi Turetsky maintains that the legal 
Institution of adoption raises “ confusing 
Situations ~ resuliing from the interplay 
of English and Judaic law. In the forme; 
case, your readers are correctly informed 
that by and large English law is designed 
to give the deprived child a home—with 
all that that word implics—which other. 
wise he or she would be denied. As th 
Curtis Commitice on Child Care in 194 
pointed oul (para. 448, p. 148): “If i 
is successful ui is the mosi completely 
satisfactory method of providing a substi 
tute home. In order to conform with the 
objective of the law it is necessary that 
in the day-to-day manifestations of the 
family life no disabling distinction should 
be made against the adopted child eithe 
in the social milieu or in the home with 
natural born brothers and sisters.” Such 
distinctions as must inevitably exist and 
which no law can erase, equally musi not 
be suppressed. 

To this end. as Rabbi Turetsky notes, 
the Hurst Committee strongly recom- 
mended an enactment, us far as it is pos. 
sible to do so, to ensure that an adopted 
child is told of his or her adoption 
While the rationale of this recommenda- 
tion is the “emotional development and 
future happiness of the child.” Jewish 
law, it seems clear, accepts this recom. 
mendation for rather different reasons 
which not unnaturally display a strong 
religious bias. From Rabbi Turetsky’s 
observations, it is not possible for the 
Jewish parent who conforms to the tenets 
of Orthodoxy to carry out the terms of 
an English adoption order. A com 
pliance with Orthodox Jewry results in 
action wholly inconsonant with the /et 
motif of English adoption law | 

If a Jewish parent secking an adoption 
order practises his religion in such a way 
as to invoke religious laws of the charac- 
ter enumerated by Rabbi Turetsky, then 
the court to which an application is made 
should be apprised of this fact and refuse 
an order under its discretionary powers 
Only where the guardian ad item repors 
that the parents are prepared to act mG 
accordance with the law should an order j

One should not anderrate Jewish public 
opinion in this country. I believe that 
in the Metropolis there are many scores 
of God-fearing parents who desire to 
bring up their children in a truly Ortho- 
dox way and who are, at the same time. 
anxious that their children should receive 
an education where Hebrew is taught as 
a spoken language. We are proud of 
these our aims and we are encouraged 
by the fact that a large section of the 
Jewish community in the metropolis is in 
agreement with this policy.

(Albright & Wilson) have evolved the 
Proban finish, giving excellent anti- 
flame and smoulderproof qualities 
which survived rigorous washing tests 
by a soap and detergent firm. This 
finish is limited to fabrics of cotton. 
viscose rayon, linen, and jute ; it is an 
answer to what can be a great 
danger—nightwear made of cotton 
winceyette. 

It must be stated that the process is 
not cheap ; but efforts are being made 
to bring the cost down. In any case. 
this is surely money well spent. The 
textile and chemical experts have done 
their part and their work is continuing 
Now it is up to us. Let us demand 
non-inflammabie materials and see 
that we get them.

JEWISH MUSIC WEEK 
The final concert of Jewish Music ° 
Week was 


given at the Adolph Tuck 
Hall on Wednesday of last weak. The 
organisers presenied miscellaneous 
of vocal pieces, mainly in 
ebrew, and mainly drawn from Israel 
and the Yemen. Samuel Alman’s four 
Hebrew songs from “Ethics of the 
Fathers "’ well deserved their inclusion. 
though Martin Lawrence failed to give 
them any pees nuance, any more than 
he did with Maurice Jacobson’s * Song 
of Songs,” which was in English. For 
the rest, Martin Lawrence, the London 
Jewish Male Choir, and the young Israeli 
singer, Zimra Ornatt, concentrated on 
vocal works by Israeli composers, and 
Israeli and Yemeni folk Songs, apart 
from a final selection of Yiddish songs. 
From all this heterogeneous material one 
came away with the impression that the 
Israeli musical world is like all other 
national worlds in producing a quantity 
of music of importance to itself but of 
no pron international significance except 
to the specialists and experts. However. 
to expect more at this stage would be 
unjust, and the British Section of the 
World Jewish Congress have earnt our 
thanks for giving us this necessarily frag- 
mentary view of Israeli musical activities. 


JASCHA HEIFETZ 


After Heifetz’s performances with Paul 
Paray and the Philharmonia Orchesira 
at Festival Hall on Sunday evening one 
had the irrational desire that he would 
go on playing, no matter what. Irrational. 
because no matter what he might have 
chosen as encore, it would have come as 
an amiclimax after the Sibelius Concerto. 
Wisely, denied us, and secretly we 
were grateful. The Sibelius can sound 
fiendishly difficult, and in the struggle 
to get i across the artist can forget its 
emotional expressiveness. Heifetz made 
it sound easy, but he also made it sound 
A yon deep, alive with undertones 
of typically Sibelian mood, and melodi- 
ously buoyant with northern Strength. It 
was a wonderful achievement, the kind 
that haunts the memory for years. Before 
the interval we had been given the 
Mozart Violin Concerto No. 5. which 
Heifeiz gave a classic poise and elegance. 
Under Paul Paray the orchestra played 
at its superlative best all the evening.

It was not until Jascha Heifetz played 
the second item in his recital at the 
Festival Hall on Tuesday—Max Bruch’s 
Scottish Fantasia—that he 1ose to the 


greatest heights of his violinistic 
virtuosity. It was just as well, perhaps, 
that the piece preceding it—Mozart’s 


Sonata in B Flat Major for Piano and 
Violin—in which he was in equal partner- 
ship with his accompanist, Mr. Brooks 
Smith, enabled him to conserve his 
energies for the prodigious technique 
which the works which followed required 
and with which he dealt with the utmost 
case and nonchalance. Mr. Heifetz 
wisely chose a programme in many ways 
“ off the beaten track.” For. apart from 
the far+oo-rarely-heard Scottish Fantasia 
by Max Bruch, he played the Poéme 
My stique by his friend, Ernest Bloch. Mr. 
Heifetz’s intense love for this, Bloch’s 
second violin sonata, was evident from the 
first note to the lax. The rest of the pro- 
ramme consisied of pieces by 
chaikovsky, Beethoven, and Sarasate. 


CLAUDIO ARRAU 


It is to be assumed that nearly every 


member of the audience which filled the 
Royal Festival Hall last week knew 
every twist and turn of the frequently 


heard Beethoven’s Fourth Piano Con- 
certo, played by Claudio Arrau. But 
rarely, if ever, has this concerto been 
given a more inspiring and consumately 
artistic performance. The singing tone of 
each note; the perfect timing and the 
exquisite pianissimo as well as the perfect 
clarity of the tone of the octaves—all 
these qualities will long live in the 
memories of the audience. Mr. Arrau 
was fortunate to have Josef Krips as 
conductor of the London Symphony 
Orchestra.

STOCK MARKETS 
UNCERTAIN 


Stock markets are still without any 
defined sense of direction—cxcept possibly 
downwards. For some time past cconomic 
problems at home have failed to find any 
forthright solution, while, in addition, the 
Cry has been very sensitive to the trend 
of Amcrican markets and economy.

Year of Continued Expansion 
TEN YEARS’ PROGRESS 


The following are extracts from the statement by Sir Brian E. S. 
Mountain, Bart. (the Chairman), circulated with the Report and 
Accounts for the year ended January 28, 1956 : 


The year under review has been one of continued expansion. 


Alexandre Ltd. 


The acquisition of this business was completed on February 
1, 1955. This is our last acquisition to date and it has proved 
a most satisfactory one. This business, built up under the able 
direction of its present Chairman, Mr. S. H. Lyons. has recently 
celebrated its Oth Anniversary, and I think we may confidently 
anticipate that it will make still further progress in the future. 


Property Valuation 

Our freehold and leasehold properties have been valued by 
Messrs. Healey & Baker at £16,423,535. This figure showed 
a surplus of £6,114,134 over book value but your Board decided 
to exclude from the Balance-Sheet the value placed on all 
Leaseholds expiring before the year 2000 amounting to 
£2,038,000. This reduced the net surplus to £4.076,134, the 
figure dealt with in the Accounts. £3,360,042 has been applied 
to writing off the Goodwill. 


Consolidated Accounts 


The Group Trading Profit amounts to £6,091 144, an increase 
of £1,540,366 over the previous year, and each of our sub- 
sidiaries has had a satisfactory year’s trading. A number of 
branches have been transferred from the Prices tailoring group 
and are now operating as Alexandre or Richard Shops. We 
have also modernised and converted nearly 150 of the Fifty 
Shilling Tailor shops, which now trade as John Collier. Once 
the conversions have been completed, there has been a note- 
worthy increase in sales in the branches concerned. Our pro- 
gramme of modernisation is still far from complete, but I 
believe the current year’s profit should materially benefit from 
all this expenditure and effort. 


Taxation 


The charge for tax4tion has risen by nearly £900,000 and 
amounts to nearly Ils. in the £ of our total net earnings. After 
deducting taxation and the profits attributable to outside 
interests, Group profit amounts to £2,453,756, an increase of 
£610,599. Of this profit after payment of dividends, we are 
retaining £1,153,576 in the business. 


Our total sales under hire purchase terms amount to only 
7 per cent of the total Group turnover, and although the addi- 
tional restrictions imposed by the Chancellor last year may 
bring about a further contraction in hire purchase sales, this 
can only have a slight effect on the turnover of the Group 
as a whole. 


_ Capital and Reserves now amount to £15,406,976, an 
increase of over £6} million in the year. 


Future Prospects 


The Group turnover for the first quarter of the year shows 
a satisfactory increase and we have no reason to suppose that 
this trend will not continue. Our main concern is that almost 
every item of expense continues to increase and this year, in 
particular, we are faced with very heavy additional demands 
for Rates resulting from the new assessments. 

Providing present trading conditions continue, | am con- 
fident that next year I shall be able again to present accounts 
showing still further progress.

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MR. BEN-GURION’S PERSONAL CREED 
Peace and Active Defence 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Prime 
Minister, this week outlined his “ per- 
sonal creed.” 

in a manifesto published in Davar, 
the organ of the Histadrut, he said: 
“ We must defend ourselves courageously 
not only agaist attacks by our enemics. 
by murderers, by saboteurs but also 
agains peace offensives designed or liable 
to destroy our internal security, to affect 
our territorial integrity, or to detract 
from our full sovereignty.” 

The Premier repeated his conviction 
that Isracl must maintain peace, even a 
shaky peace, but she must effectively 
excrceise ber right to active defence in 
the guerrilla war which her neighbours 
conducted agamst her. Without active 
defence the stabiluy of the State was 
likely to be endangered 

A Vital Necessity 

Mr. Ben-Gurion expressed the belicf 
that co-operation in the political, econ- 
one, and -cultural fields between the 
Jewish and Arab peoples in the Middle 
East was vital and a historically inevit- 
able necessity tor both sides 

He gave four tactors as being decisive 
for Israelis ftuture and destiny: the 
capacity to attract and absorb imm- 
grants trom all parts of the world: ability 
to develop all parts of the country: 
cflorts to develop gencral and vocational 
education m order to transform Isracl 
into an important .cenire of science, 
research, and learning: and the struggle 
to mould a new society without opposing 
classes or the denial of rights. and 
founded on creative physical and 
spiritual work. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion believes there are four 
ways by which. Jews from the Western 
countres can be attracted to Israel: by 
the of Jewish independence: a 
high level of culture: the creation of 
opportunities for initidtivé: and the 
development of ‘suitable economic con- 
ditions 


The Prime Minister contended that 
Diaspora Jewry was “ facing a terrifying 
rate of assimilation’ and that only the 
State of Israel could save it from spiritual 
extinction. Even the best Jewish educa- 
tion linked with Jewish religion could not, 
he asserted, save Diaspora Jews from 
subordination to two conflicting spheres 
of influence—the Jewish one derivin 
only from the past, and the non-Jewis 
general influence which affected the whole 
of their everyday life. “ There is no 
doubt which 1s bound to conquer in the 
long run.” he added. “Only in Isracl 
is it possible to heal the split between 
the Jew and the man.’ 


Unique History 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s message, consisting 
of 63 paragraphs and addressed primarily 
to members of his party. contained a 
warning to Mapai that the unity of the 
nation made it imperative that the party 
should foster respect for Jewish tradition, 
and for the preservation of the Jewish 
character of the — Festivals. should 
prevent religious or anti-religious com- 
pulsion, and should safeguard the supply 
of religious requirements and traditional 
education for all those who observed 
reli ious traditions. 

He traced the unique history of the 
Jewish people, which had isolated them 
—by reason of their having followed 
their own traditions and rejected those 
of the Moslems and Christians—and he 
attributed to this the fact that Isracl was 
today the only country without either 
permanent or temporary allies. This 
situation had arisen despite the large 
and important world public opinion 
which had a profound and sincere regard 
for Isracl, and the many Labour move- 
ments which appreciated Isracl’s achieve- 
ments. 

Isracl, said Mr. Ben-Gurion, had bonds 
with the family of nations and special 
bonds with the Powers which helped her. 
But Israels most valuable bonds were 
with the Jewish people, and the-situation 
of the Jews in various countries, largely. 
sometimes decisively, determined Israel's 
foreign policy.

CLASHES ON JORDAN 
BORDER 


Yeshiva Student Killed

JERUSALEM 

The past week has brought a lull, 
the first for a considerable period. to 
the Gaza Strip border. But there has 
been continued trouble along the 
Jordan frontier, where a Jerusalem 
yeshiva student has been killed and 
three other Israclis wounded. 

The student, Mordecai Glatzner, aged 
22, was killed by Arab Legionaries 
when helping to erect fortifications near 
the Jerusalem quarter of Sanhedriya, 
where the demarcation line is not clearly 
marked. 

Soldiers in charge of the rty of 
volunteers working on the fortifications 
inadvertently crossed a yard or two into 
Jordan territory, whereupon Legionaries 
opened fire, setting a field ablaze. Glatz- 
ner tried to put it out, but was shot by 
Jordamans. The Arabs again opened fire 
when Isracli soldiers tried to rescue him. 
He died on the way to hospital. One of 
his comrades was wounded 

Two Israeli workmen were wounded at 
Yad Hanna, near Tulkarm, when 
Jordanians fired across the frontier. Near 
Kiryat Anavim armed Jordanians were 
seen crossing the border, but they with- 
drew without causing trouble. 

An Army spokesman announced that 
on Tuesday an Isracli patrol sighted a 
group of imfiltrators from the Arab 

egion stationed on a hillock in the 
Latrun area overlooking part of the main 
Jerusalem-Tel Aviv road. The Legion- 
aries escaped through no-man’s-land 
when the patrol approached 


Attack by Syrians 


Incidenis have been reported also from 
the Sytian border. Seventy Syrians were 
reported to have crossed the demarca- 
tion line and set fire to a wheat-ficld 
belonging to Kibbuiz Dan. Eight 
kibbutzniks who tried to put out the fire 
were stoned by the infiltrators. 

A Forcign Ministry spokesman said 
here that the incidem in the Sanhedriya 
quarter was “a further link in the recent 
chain of aggressive acts carried out from 
Jordan territory’ and constituted a 
serious violation of the Armistice Agree- 
ment, the Local Commanders’ agreement, 
and of the cease-fire achieved only 
recemtly by the U.N. Secretary-General. 

The Sanhedriya incident is regarded 
here as specially significant, underlining 
as wt does the 4. cacy of the Local 


Commanders’ agreement which has been . 


in existence in Jerusalem for two years. 
The agreement forbids firing by either 
side except by command of a Senior 
officer. If the agreement had any 
meaning or worked at all « would have 
prevented an incident such as occurred 
at Sanhedriya. It is apparent that the 
arrangements work only when the borders 
are quiet, 

Occurring as it did at the same time 
as the Security Council surrendered to 
Arab pressure and deleted the reference 
to an agreed peace in the resolution 
adopted, the Glatzner murder has made 
a deep impression here. The organ of 
the Histadrut, Davar, which today is 
regarded as the mouthpiece of the 
Government, made this comment: 
“ What is most dangerous about this 
shooting is that it surprises no 
one—nenther the Jordanians, nor the 
international autherities, nor even 
us in. Israel. The fact that such 
acts do not create an international! 
scandal and do not evoke the slightest 
reaction from those sworn to concern 
themselves with world and regional! 
peace, encourages Hussein and Nasser in 
the belief that Israeli blood can be spilt 
with impunity.’

STALIN’S ROLE IN THE 
DOCTORS’ AFFAIR 


Advice to Investigating 
Judge

The fuller details of the text of 
Mr. Khruschev's famous speech to the 
Soviet Communist Party Congress on 
February 25. denouncing Stalin's 
crimes, and released this week by the 
U.S.A. State Department, gives greater 
authenticity to the reports circulating 
earlier of Stalin's réle in the affair of 
the “ doctors’ plot.” 

It appears that the accusations against 
the doctors, the majority of them Jewish, 
were based on a letter which a woman 
doctor, probably influenced by the 
Security Police, wrote to Stalin inform- 
ing him that the doctors were applying 
improper medical treatment, Acting on 
ths information alone, Stalin. issued 
orders for the arrest of the doctors and 

srsonally advised on the conduct of the 
Investigation. 

He said that Academician Vinogradov 
should be put in chains and that the 
others should be beaten. He told the 
Mimster of State Security. Mr. Ignativ, 
that “if you do not obtain confessions 
from the doctors we will shorten you by 
a head.’ 

Stalin, Mr. Khruschev told the Party 
Congress, personally called the investi- 
gating judge, gave him instructions, and 
advised him on the “ investigating 
methods” to be used. These methods 


were simple—torture; torture, and then 
more torture.
